ng influence in the direction of lower 
values came from figures which placed 
the world’s available suvpvlv of wheat 
#t 436,790,000 bushels, compared with 
233,301,000 bushels a year ago, an 
increase of 66,688,000 bushels in Au- 
gust as against 5,777,000 bushels in- 
crease during that month last year. 

Reports that elevator representa- 
tives in the northwest had withdrawn 
from the market, and that flour mills 
were making their own prices on pro- 
tein wheat tended also to force prices 
lower. It was said that about all the 
available elevator space both in this 
on og and in Canada was taken 
with ke vessels being loaded for 
winter apevepn and that the number 
of carriers obtainable for this purpose 
was limited. However, late reports 
that Argentine skies again had become 
rainiess and that drought persisted in 
Australia helped to induce better buy- 
ing as trade drew to an end, with 
rices up a cent or more a_ bushel 
rom the day's bottom range. 

Corn and oats went lower in price 

rgely in sympathy with wheat weak- 
ness. Besides, seasonal weather for 
the corn crop was widespread. Oats 
traders took notice of reports that 
Germany was offering oats to Canada 
at a relatively cheap rate.

The wait- 
ers cleared away the tables and we 
really had the time of our lives. 
We danced and plaved bridge and 
Sang. and one college girl who 
could read palms told evervbodv’'s 
fortune. Don't you think we did 
the proper thing in sitting up all 
night to keep the girls company 
who had no piace to sleep? 1 do. 
And we had a wonderful time 
doing it, too.”

in Rumania for the rast six years, 
were the guests of Dr. and Mrs. 
Marion T. Benson at their home, 
1040 Springdale rozd. 

“If the American missionaries 
to Rumania do nothing more than 
teach the men to treat their wives 
and children with more courtesy 
and consideration they shall not 
have labored in vain,’’ said Mr. 
Hurley in speaking of the work, 
which after a year’s stay in Amer- 
ica will be resumed in the old 
world country. 

“One of the greatest needs in 
Rumania today,’’ Mr. Hurley told 
friends while here, “is the demand 
for chapels in which to worship. 
Although there are a few made 
with thick mud walls and no 
floors the majority of the poorer 
classes use the front room of the 
home as a chapel, assémbling 
their friends and relatives for the 
special service. A comparatively 
small sum will build and equip 
a chapel for these people in many 
ways unfortunate. 

At the services at the Druid 
Hills church Mr. and Mrs. Hur- 
ley presented perfect pictures of 
Rumanians in their native dress. 
Mr. Hurley in long white cotton 
trousers partially covered by a 
long surplus heavily embroidered 
in vari-colored designs, black and 
red predominating, with full flow- 
ing sleeves similarly embossed 
was almost effeminite in appear- 
ance. Mrs. Hurley’s dress featured 
a Skirt falling in graceful full 
folds from an inset yoke at the 
waist over which extended long 
red and black tassels reaching al- 
most to the floor. The waist 
heavily embroidered in red and 
black featured a yolk of embroid- 
ery more than 100 years of age, 
a token of esteem given the love- 
ly young missionary by a native 
of the country which for so many 
years she has untiringly served. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hurley left At- 
lanta for Texas where Mr. Hur- 
ley will pursue a course of study 
relative to his work in Rumania. 
They returned to America in the 
Spring and will return to their 
work abroad a year from that 
time.

Public Welfare and Education 


The place of the.public welfare 
and education departments in parent- 
at the 
school of instructions held Wednesday 
under the auspices of the Fifth Dis- 


trict Council of Parents and Teach-. 


ers. Mrs. O. M. Stanton and Mrs. 
William V. Kingdom,. directors. of 
these two departments, were intro- 
duced by Mrs. John W. Lloyd, presi- 
dent of the district. Mrs. Stanton 
outlined briefly the need for the pub- 
lic welfare department in all parent- 
teacher associations, and then intro- 
duced the chairmen, who gave instruc- 
tions on the various phases of public 
welfare work. Mrs. Bayard Willing- 
ham, state direetor of the public wel- 
fare department, asked that associa- 
tions study the problems and co-oper- 


ate with other agencies. She said 
“the community is safe for any child 
only when it is safe for every child.” 
Mrs. George Howsmon, chairman for 
juvenile protection, gave as. some of 
the reasons for child delinquency, lack 
of normal home training, moral and 
spiritual neglect, physical ‘neglect, and 
lack of community resources. Mrs. 
Howsmon stated that a child had a 
right to be understood and deyel- 
oped: that many times there was need 
for adjustment instead of punishment; 
that physical neglect resulted in moral 
misconduct, and that a mental exami- 
nation would sometimes prevent a ner- 
vous breakdown which might result 
in delinquency. She urged time, place 
and equipment for reereation for @il 
children and that reereation intelli- 
gently safeguarded. 
Recreational Needs. 
Mrs, Jerome Levy, chairman for 


recreation, urged a survey for the re- 
creational needs of the schnool and 


_community; providing for playground 


equipment on school yards, directed 
play and more community centers. The 
department of motion pictures was 
presented by Mrs. J. A. Beall, state 
chairman, and Mrs. N. E. Russell, 
district chairman. Both Mrs, Beall 
and Mrs. Russell asked that children

of slides. Miss Ruth Weegand, ‘chair- 
man of music, stated that music plays 
a large part in the wise use of leisure, 
She asked that the music chairman 
co-operate with the program chair- 
man and see that there is some music 
on every P.-T. A. program, especially 
stressing the importance of community 
singing, She spoke ‘of the value of 
mothers’ singing ¢lubs, and asked the 
help of associations ins nsoring 
school orchestras. .The conditions of 
the poster contest which is held by 
the parent-teacher associations were 
outlined by Miss Charlotte Smith, 
chairman of art.

Psychological Tests. 

Dr. John N. Washburne of Syra- 
cuse university, has devised a set of 
simple tests designed to measure the 
ability of children to sacrifice an im- 
mediate satisfaction to a greater fu- 
ture satisfaction. A set of children 
from the ages of three to 17 years, 
whose home and school records were 
known to'the investigators, were ask- 
ed whether they would prefer to own 
a motor car now or have $1,000,000 
a year from now. They were given 
a choice of one piece of candy now 
or five pieces next week, and a fur- 
ther choice of a present outright of 
one cent or ten cents in one week. 

Almost invariably the younger chil- 


faction were delinquent. 

“It appears,’ said Dr. Washburne 
in a report of his experiment to the 
Journal of Juvenile Research, “that 
these tests measure something which, 
when missivg in chidren over a 
certain age, leads to the type of be- 
havior which is deteeted and reported 
as ‘bad,’ and which, when present in 
children under a certain age, leads to 
conduct which is generally considered 
‘wood.’ ” 

Impulse judgment is the term coin- 
ed by the psychologist to cover this 
trait of character. “Our results in- 
dicate,” he-added, “that impulse judg- 
ment generally grows apace with men- 
tal age and glivenele jeal age, that 
when it lags behind there is trouble, 
and when it lags far behind there ig 
serions trouble.”

“Temple Block” in Salt Lake City 


is a ten-acre square surrounded by a 
stone and adobe wall 12 feet high 
and three feet thick, constructed in 
1853-4. The grounds are beautifully 
parked. Four days after the arrival 
of Mormon pioneers, July 24, 1847, 
President Brigham Young picked out 
this site for their temple, and it was 
decided that the city should surround 
this square, in which is contained the 
Assembly hall, a semi-gothic structure 
of grey granite, built in 1877-82, with 
a seating capacity of two thousand, 
and is used for religious services in 
several tongues. A bee-hive sketched 
on the ceiling is the state emblem 
symbolizing industry. The early set- 
tlers established a form of state gov- 
ernment and sought admission to the 
union under the name of the State 
of Deseret, a word taken from the 
hook of Mormon, meaning the honey- 
bee. However, when statehood was 
finally given it was under the name 
of Utah, this name being derived from 
the Ute Indian tribe. 


The Tabernacle. 


The tabernacle. built in 1863-67, 
seating about 8,000, houses one of the 
world’s finest organs. A_ recital is 
given for the public daily from 12 
o'clock to 12:30. Regular public serv- 
ices are held in the tabernacle Sun- 
day afternoons at 2 o'clock except the 
first Sunday, Fast Day. Brigham 
Young, who was a glazier and cabi- 
net maker by trade, is given entire 
eredit for the planning and supervis- 
ion of this well built structure, as 
well as of the temple and the entire 
commonwealth of Salt Lake City. 

The temple is a massive granite 
structure with six spires. This build- 
ing was commenced less than six years 
after the first pioneers found there a 
desolate sage brush wilderness: it was 
not completed until 1893, 40 years 
later, as the result of poverty and 
other difficulties confronting these pio- 
neers in early days. The total cost 
was about four millions. Visitors are 
never admitted to the temple, but 
only Mormons in good standing. as it 
was not designed as a place of pub- 
lic assembly for the people in gen- 
eral. It is to them what Solomon's 
temple was to the sincere Jews, a 
holy place, devoted to sacred ordi- 
nances, such as marriage, baptismal 
ceremonies and other sacred rites, 
some of which are for the dead.

As I. lookel 
upon the build- 
ings and over the 
campus of the 
historic _institu- 
tion my memory 
flamed with “the 
light of other 
days,” for before 
me were . the 
faithful witnesses 
to one of the 
foremost glories 
of a great com- 
monwealth of Americans. I thougntt 
that, even with shut eyes, I could 
envision the long and fateful proces- 
sion of noble spirits who have crossed 
that lovely campus and filled those 
classic halls. 

For the University of Georgia was 
the first state established college 
among the commonwealths of the 
United States of America. It was 


chartered in 1785, two years before 
the Constitution of the Union was fin- 
ished and signed by George Washing- 
ton and his peers in the Philadelphia 
convention of 1878. The father of 
the project was Abraham Baldwin, one 
of the members of that convention 
afterwards, and who figured in it 
with distinction. He was a Connec- 
ticut-born Ameriean, a graduate of 
Yale college, and an eminent citizen 
of Augusta. Later in life while a 
senator of the United States from 
Georgia he died in Washington city 
and is buried there. 
- oe * & 
Deserves High State Honors. 

It is, indeed, a unique and endur- 
ing fame to have conceived aa’! 
brought to bisth the first of American 
state universities. Baldwin had 4a 


great admiration for the characte:, 
literary genius and scientific abilities 
of Benjamin Franklin, which fully «c- 
counts for the early naming of the 
University plant as “Franklin Col- 
lege.” As such the original unit of the 
University remains to this day, with 
Dr. Steadman Vincent Sanford, head 
of the Henry Grady school of jout- 
nalism, as its dean. 

Baldwin was one of the greatest 
of all adopted Georgians. His serv- 
ices as legislator, governor, constitu- 
tion-maker, congressman and national 
senator, coupled with his inspiration 
and achievement in founding the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, mark him as pri- 
mus inter pares among the beneficial 
servants of the state and nation. 

The late‘ and iamented Dr. Henry 
C. White, so long identified with the 
faculty of the institution, published a 


few years ago a meticulous and fasc- 
nating biography of Baldwin—a valu- 
able addition to the bibliography of 
the nation’s benefactors—but yet the 
reople of Georgia have not honored 
Baldwin as they should. If I were 
able in means to do it, I would have 
his remains brought from Washing- 
ton, interred upon the campus ant 
erect over them a cenotaph worthy of 
the great seer and statesman. 
* * * *& 
The Values of the University. 

The trouble is that our Georgia peo- 
ple never have and do not yet un- 
derstand and value their University 
as it deserves. 

Before the War Between the States, 


when our social and preperty condi- 


‘tions created an intangible class con- 


sciousness among the people, those 
who felt the dumb sense that they 
were “common people;” who suffered 
from the eczema of illiteracy or the 
pellagra of poverty, looked upon the 
University as the arcanum of “the ari3- 


[a small percentage of 


tocrats,” the hothouse for the eultiva- 
tion of a high-brow intelligentsia. Only 


instinctive 
“gate-crashers” dared to break through 
its portals and fight their way through 
its curriculum’to be graduated with a 
degree. , Some of those bold spirits be- 
came the most notable and honored 
men of the stae and nation. 

‘But, as late as the constitutional 
convention of 1877, the writer can tes- 
tify from personal contacts in that em- 
inent body, there were distinguished 
men of the state who would have d: 
vorced the state from obligations tv 
the University but for a contractua! 
responsibility and debt that could not 
be avoided. They vould have abaa- 
doned it to private, or corporation, 
operation and left it to be supported 
only by those willing to pay the way 
of their sons seeking its educational 
ministrations. They still were ob- 
sessed by the ante-bellum “poor white 
trash” conception of the nature and 
values of a university.

The Sun of Our School System. 

There is need to impress upon the 
whole intelligence of Georgia that our 
University is the central sun of our 
school system—just as great Sol is 
the central dynamo of our solar sys- 
tem. 

The business of the University 1s 
to develop and inspire intellect. It 
is a power-house to produce light, heat, 
motion and sound; it is not a depart- 
ment store from which to retail the 
finished products of others. 

Thomas Carlyle truly said that the 
constant need of nations is “to have 
the man of intellect at the top of af- 
fairs. This is the aim of all revolu- 
tions and eonstitutions, if they have 
any aim. Get him for a leader, all 
is got; fail to get him, though you 
had constitutions plentifully as black- 
berries and a parliament in every vil- 
lage, there is nothing yet got. He 
believed that even if we had ballot- 
boxes clattering at every corner we 
still would be “governed by the un- 
heroic !” 

And, God knows, that is the condi- 
tion of grand old Georgia today. In 
the latest general assembly, in the 
most critical day the state has known 
in half a century, when every vital 
concern of the commonwealth was 
calling for wisdom and justice and 
help, there was not a single heroic 
figure in the 258 men who made up 
that unillustrious body; not a “sun- 
crowned” intellect in the Whole unfit 
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We Must Treasure the University. 

Not only the historic station of 
Georgia in the Union from its forma- 
tion, but the growing importance of 
the state and its people in the evo- 
lutions of modern American progress, 
put upon us an imperative mandate 
to treasure our University and to build 
it into a mighty intellectual power 
station with cheerful hands and un- 
stinted means. 

As it is organized and manned to- 
day it challenges the confidence of 
the people, but its poverties of equip- 
ment and endowments ‘mortify the 
pride of every Georgian who wants his 
state to hold up her head unashamed 
among the sisterhood. 

In every courthouse of the state it 
ought to be sounded into the ears of 
the citizenry that Plato spoke a great 
and constant truth when he said that 
“the punishment suffered by the wise 
who refuse to take part in the gov- 


‘ernment is to live under the govern- 


ment of bad men!” 

The modern escape from that fate, 
in Georgia at least, is to fill our well- 
endowed University with students 
from whom can be drawn those pow- 
ers that in the next generation will 
give the light of trained intelligence 
to our civic system, the fervor of en- 
thusiasm ‘to public service, accelera- 
tion to the enterprises of patriotism 
and sound the trump of glory when- 
ever the name of Georgia is uttered!

and even with the expert assistance of 
Mr. Shearer, were utterly unable to 
fit them together. The British were 
quite willing to grant cd if we 
would build as many ships as they 
had and the same kind, But America 
had no more need for three or four 
dozen little cruisers than had Jack 
Sprat and his wife for as many baby 
carriages as the old woman who lived 
in a shoe. In fact, we could not use 
these little cruisers because we had 
no bases scattered around the world 
from which to operate them. 

The Americans suggested that we 
would build big cruisers—10,000 tons 
with eight-inch guns—up to the same 
total cruiser tonnage as the British 
fleet and thus attain the parity to 
which both had agreed. But the rit- 
ish promptly replied, “No, you don’t,” 
and went on to show that these big 
cruisers were really not for protection 
at all, but were real fighting ships, 
and that if we had a score more of 
them than Great: Britain we should 
not only be able to wipe out the en- 
tire British fleet of small cruisers, but 
upset the equality of the battle fleets. 

This was, of course, just as true as 
the American contention, And the 
conference broke up with the British 
still offering parity on their terms, 
which meant inferiority for us and the 
Americans still offering parity on our 
terms, which meant inferiority for the 
British. a eee 


It seemed to many disinterested ob- 
servers at the time that a little less 
emphasis by both sides on their view 
of technical parity might have enabled 
them to arrive at an agreement. Each 
side maintained stoutly that it had 
no intention ever to fight the other. 
If there was honesty behind these 
statements. why was it not possible to 
balance a few extra large cruisers in 
the American navy against a few 
thousand extra tons in the [British 
navy and let the matter go at that? 
What was wanted was su ntial 
equality in the weight of the two 
navies. Such a compromise would 
have closed the discussion and saved 
two years of mutual criticism and 
some hard feeling. 

Judging from the information which 
has been allowed to reach the _— 
Mr. Hoover and Mr. MacDonald are 
preparing to make just such a com- 
promise.

The difference is to be found in the 

use which is made of such power. 

Ot course the discovery of the real 

motives and ideals of men is always a 

difficult and uncertain business. The 

question of sincerity is always in- 

volved. So while no one can speak 

dogmatically as to the motives of 

czars or soviets, one certainly has a 

right to compare the effects of the 

two governments upon the masses of 

the people, and then make his own 

inferences as to the spirit and pur- 
pose of their rule. 


Then and Now. 
We need to remind ourselves, when 
forming a judgment of. the present 
soviet rule, of the Russia which the 


soviets inherited from the czars. Con- 
ditions in Russia today must not be 


compared with conditions in England 
or the United. States, but with the 
conditions under the old Russian em- 


pire. One must recall the oriental 
splendor and exaggerated luxury. of 
the imperial court, in shameful con- 
trast to the pitiful poverty of the 
great masses of the Russian people. 
He must recall the stories of George 
Kenyon, the great American corre- 
spondent, portraying the cruelties of 
the Russian police system, the ter- 
rors of Siberia, and the spiritual en- 
slavement of the people by the Rus- 
sian church. While the old Russian 
aristocracy lived in a modern: world 
of physical comfort, and culture in 
art and literature, the peasant had 
made practically no advancement, ma- 
terially or spiritually, for ten cen- 
turies, and in his ignorance, supersti- 
tion, and poverty, the Mushik dwelt 
in the tenth century. It is from this 
standpoint that we must judge the 
record of a decade of soviet rule. 


Under the present government it is 
true that “the dice are loaded” against 
the bourgeois, or upper classes, and 
they are treated with little justice or 
favor, unless they absolutely accept 
in spirit and practice the present 
regime. On the other hand, the en- 


tire resources and power of the state 
are concentrated upon the task of in- 
suring the material and intellectual 
improvement of the masses of the peo- 
ple. The government has inaugurated 
what is probably the most compre-

hensive educational plan ever attempt- 
ed by a government. They inherited a

One 
who lives in-luxury is ostracized by 
his neighbors, and is liable to be pen- 
alized in taxes or otherwise by the 
government. But there are still those 
primary motives of power, prestige, 
and popularity, which make a direct 
and potent appeal under the soviet 
system. There is the tremendous chal- 
lenge, too, of a great experiment in 
the realm of government—the dare of 
a political adventure—which appeals 
to the heroic in human nature.

The 
presence of a wife means abuse, 
coupled with demands for luxury, 
leisure and comfort. If the hus-

dumbbell. ‘The sex relationship 

is one sided, causing unhappiness. 

What is your opinion of those 
women who cling to a husband 
after love is cold and dead, just 
for a living? Isn’t this legalized 
prostitution? Any other relation- 
ship of life, such as the lease of 

a house, may be canceled almost 

at will. Why is marriage the 

only thing from which we cannot 
resign ? 

Your lengthy letter reveals distress 
and deep disturbance that preclude 
calm reasoning and deprive you of 
the ability to think clearly. Hence, 
your conclusion that because mar- 
riage is a bitter failure with you, it 
is likewise or potentially so with 
everybody. I know your troubles are 
very real ones, but they furnish abso- 
lutely no grounds for your asser- 
tion that matrimony is a wholesale 
calamity. 

The contrary is true and will be 
increasingly true when the sexes have 
better adjusted the marriage relation 
to the will of God as this is revealed 
in Seripture, in human experience 
and in the more complete realization 
of a larger equality and comradeship 
between husband and wife. 

That now ancient, but worth while 
volume, Hardy’s “How To Be Happy 
Though Married,” is probably out of 
print.

For 20 years I conducted my own 
private schools for the purpose of 
persuading the public school dictators 
to abandon complexity and extrava- 
gance in favor of simplicity, thorough- 
ness, economy of time and money. 
Occasionally the plan was introduced 
into a public school system, only to 
be thrown out by orders from head- 
quarters as soon as its effectiveness 
had been demonstrated. The cost of 
supplies for my pupils, including all 
equipment, never averaged more than 
five dollars a year, although my pupils 
were drawn from socially registered 
families of high standing and some- 
times great wealth. I wanted to 
secure for children everywhere the 
same opportunities being given to the 
rich, but that was not to be per- 
mitted. 

Taxation now almost amounts to 
confiscation of property, yet we are 
told by the educational pilot that the 
end is by no means in sight.

Editor The Constitution: Why is 
it that many children who study 
arithmetic seven years cannot solve 
simple, practical problems? They 
have been well taught, of course, in 
the good schools in the nation, but, 


‘for some reason. they cannot apply 


what they have been taught to prac- 
tical problems, 

They cannot measure lumber, solve 
problems in interest, do correct werk 
in decimal fractions, measure land or 
floors for carpets. They have been 
through the books but have not mas- 
tered the principles of arithmetic. 


I am not theorizing and am not 
criticising any particular school sys- 
tem. am simply stating what I 
know to be facts and asking for 
information on the subject. 

I have given several hundred chil- 
dren practical tests, and found an 
utter lack of thoroughness. Eighty 
children in the eighth grade tried an 
easy, simple interest problem. Eleven 
of them solved it correctly. All had 
studied arithmetic seven and one-half 
years. Think of it! Seven years on 
ne subject! Is there anything 
wrong? If so, what is it? Is it a 
lack of intensive teaching? 

If some one will “straighten me 
out” on this subject, Ill be kind 
enough then to ask why children who 
have been taught spelling in our good 
schools cannot spell. 

I believe that as much as one-half 
of the time of the children in large 
classes is wasted by  semi-idleness 
while in the classroom, that very little 
thorough work can be done with over- 
crowded classes, that superficiality is 
largely the result of amateurism, over- 
methodization, and poorly arranged 
courses of study. 

Why? 

Time and money wasted?

Thirty Years a Teacher, 
Points to Defects of 
The Modern System 


Editor Constitution: Your cartoon 
Sunday on “50 Years Ago and Today,” 
your wise and interesting editorial on 
the subject “Overloaded School 
Courses,” with Dr. Dean's article 
the same day on “Your Boy and 
Mine,” all make interesting reading 
and are very pertinent to the school 
problems of the present in Georgia. 
“Where there is so much smoke there 
must be some fire.” 

Probably no one who is fair and 
even reasonably well informed will 
deny that our public schools are not 
nearly doing the efficient work that 
they ought to do, 

After all our boasted wealth of 
buildings and equipment, our high-pow- 
ered and qualified school officials, and 
so many books and supplies that al- 
most a truck is needed to transport 
them, is it possible that our children 
today are not learning so well as 
children did 30 or 40 years ago? 

It looks very much as if such is 
true, and the writer is speaking out 
of more than 30 years’ experience as 
a teacher, and almost that long as a 
parent, the father of eight children. 

We need to find out just where the 
trouble is, and then get busy to find 
the remedy. Recently the need of a 
thorough survey of the public school 
conditions and needs has been stressed. 
It was brought up ire the last ses- 
sion of the general assembly and 
killed, 

The basic trouble of the present- 
day system lies in the methods of 
teaching employed, rather than in the 
teachers themselves or in the subjects 
taught. 

I beg to suggest a few of the causes 
of the poor school work of the pres- 
ent day: 

1. We are trying to teach entirely 
too much and are actually teaching al- 
most nothing well. We have too many 
English grammar.

The story of cotton and its many 
uses, new and otherwise, will feature 
a government exhibit now being pre- 
pared for the National Cotton Show to 
held in connection with he Mid- 
South Fair and Dairy show scheduled 
to open at Memphis, Tenn., September 
28, it was stated September 17 at the 
department of agriculture. 

In addition to the cotton feature, 
the departments exhibit will include 
features of interest to dairymen and 
poultrymen and the popular “Aces of 
Diamonds” feature for 4-H club boys 
and girls. In its entirety it will be 
the largest assemblage of educational 
exhibits ever furnished by the depart- 
ment of agriculture for one show, cov- 
ering more_than 720 feet of aisle 
space. , 

Among the many newer uses of cot- 
ton which the exhibit will suggest is 
the use as bagging for bales of cotton. 
Four bales that traveled ta Germany 
and back in “cotton overcoats” will be 
on display for comparison of cotton 
bagging with the jute bagging com- 
monly used. . 

Use of Cotten in Aeronautics. 

A small model of the Graf Zeppelia 
will tell the story of another new use 
for cotton. More than 20,000 square 
yards of cotton goods were used in 
making the outer envelope, or bag cov- 
er, of this famous airship. The 30 
gas cells inside required 40,000 square 
yards of especially woven cotton fab- 
ric. Great quantities of cotton have 
been used in the various airships built 
for the United States navy. 

Perhaps the strangest of all the 
newer uses for cotton is in the mak- 


ing of airplane propellers. In mak-- 


ing propellers, cotton fabric is im- 
pregnated with a synthetic resinous 
material and numerous layers are 
put together under tremendous pres- 
sure to form slabs from which the pro- 
pellers are fashioned, in much the 
same manner as from wood. Arn air- 
plane will be in the exhibit to call 
attention to the use of cotton in the 
wings, fuselage cover, cable covering, 
and numerous other parts. 

Consumption in Motor Industry. 

Even the automobile “consumes” 
large quantities of cotton. Legends 
attached to a model car will inform 
the visitor that 32 pounds of cotton 
are used in the manufacture of the av- 
erage automobile, a quantity equiv- 
alent to the production of one-fifth of 
an acre. The 4,500,000 automobiles 
manufactured in 1928 required 288,- 
000 bales of cotton for their tires, 
tops, upholstery, padding, brake lin- 
ings, washers, gaskets, fan belts,, in- 
sulating material, etc. 

Considerable space will be given to 
the “bag family,” to demonstrate this 
large field of cotton utilization. Bags. 
sacks, and containers for all sorts of 


commodities, personified by grotestque 
faces painted on their “fronts,” march 
in a long. and impressive procession. 
There are sugar bags, cement bags, 
mall bags, bags for flour and salt, 
end tea “balls,” and an all-cotton par- 
achute, ete. 
Place of Cotton in Home. 

Four full-sized rooms of a home, in 
which every textile furnishing is made 
of cotton, will be instructive and in- 
teresting as to the uses of cotton cloth- 
the home. New ideas in cotton cloth- 
ing for all members of the family wiil 
be presented, and also there will be 
an extensive display of a wide variety 
of cotton fabrics, from the heaviest 
sail cloth to the sheerest handkerchief 
lawn. 

The utilization of cottonseed and its 
by-products is another important 
chapter in the story of cotton as told 
in this exhibit. Dozens of industries 
are now founded on cottonseed, once 
a waste product. Fuzz from the seed. 
or linters, is utilized in making paper, 
photographic film, high explosives, lac- 
quers and numeérous other commercial 
products. 

Official grades have been established 
for linters, the higher grades being 
used in the manufacture of textiles 
and absorbent cotton. Cottonseed oil 
is used extensively in the manufacture 
of soap, salad oil, and as a substitute 
for olive oil by the canning industry. 
Cottonseed meal and cake are other 
by-products useful in the feeding of 
livestock. 

Cultivation on Farm. 

Of particular interest to the cotton 
farmer will be an exhibit of a cotton 
farm showing the details and meth- 
ods of management which made it a 
profitable enterprise. Certified ac- 
counts, records and other management 
data will be presented. 

Under the caption, “Good Cotton a 
Community Problem,” one part of the 
exhibit will emphasize the desirability 
of growing only one variety of cotton 
in the community. Another unit shows 
the various insect pests of cotton and 
methods of control. 

Interest in the marketing of cotton 
will be centered about a bulletin board 
on which will appear the Memphis 
market reports throughout the period 
of the show. Motion ° pictures will 
show the various functions of cd-oper- 
ative marketing associations and the 
enormous growth of th idea in the 
last few years. 

In 1927 cotton co-operative associa- 
tions handled 841,000 bales, or 61-2 
per cent of the crop; iff 1928 they 
handled 1,151,387 bales, or 8 per cent 
of the crop. 

What per cent of the 1929 crop, 
estimated at 14,825,000 bales, will the 
co-ops handle? In the answer to this 
question there is, perhaps, a “‘moral’”’ 
te the “story of cotton.” 


Approves County 
Consolidation But Not 
Campbell Alone 


Editor Constitution: I have read 
with considerable interest your edi- 
torial comments on_ the subject of 
county mergers. That Georgia—a 
relatively small state—has 160 coun- 
ties, appears unreasonable and unnec- 
essary. That it costs a large sum 
of money to maintain and operate 
these numerous sub-governments must 
be admitted. 

But the problem arises, how, when 
and where shall the eliminating proc- 
ess begin? What counties can_ be 
wiped off the map with beneficial 
results more than offsetting the losses 
and disadvantages resulting there- 
from? 

As a starter in the eliminating 
process a bill was passed by the gen- 
eral assembly, recently in session, au- 
thorizing the consolidation of Camp- 
bell and Fulton counties, With your 


| permission I would like to discuss this 


matter, with the sole purpose in view 
of informing your many readers of 
both counties of the true situation, as 
I see it, should this issue be pushed 
to a successful conclusion. 


As a prefix I desire to say there 
is no envy, malice, hatred or ill will 
resting on my mind toward Fulton 
county. During the past few strenu- 
ous years when the people of the 
small towns and rural districts adja- 
cent to Fulton county, Atlanta has 
been a benefactor and almost life- 
saver by her business interests em- 
ploying residents and patronizing the 
dairying and truck-growing interests 
of these surrounding rural sections. 
Atlanta has been a panacea of finan- 
cial relief to these distressed rural sec- 
tions in a radius of 75 to 100 miles 
in almost every direction. On the 
other hand the business interests of 
Atlanta have been repaid in a mear- 
ure by the increased volume of trade 
that has flowed into her corporate 
limits from these rural sections. While 
Atlanta has been a benefactor of in- 
estimable value to these rural sec- 
tions, the adjacent rural territory has 
contributed a liberable share to mak- 
ing Atlanta the wonderful city she 
is today. : 

Campbell county was established in 
1828. For more than 100 years she 
has occupied her place on the map. 
Fulton was laid out in 1853. Camp- 
bell county was “doing business on 
its own hook” nearly a quarter of a 
century before Fulton or Atlanta were 
thought of. While Campbell county 
has remained chiefly an agricultural 
county, Fulton developed into a com- 
mercial and manufacturing county. 
Campbell county has contributed a _lib- 
eral share to the development of Ful- 
ton, and we are proud of her suc- 
pe 


es. 

It is argued that should Campbell 
unite with Fulton and eliminate the 
dividing line between the two coun- 
ties, that the manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests of Fulton would nat- 
urally gravitate or overflow south- 
ward into the territory now known 
as Campbell county. Whether this 
would occur is problematical. It can- 
not be affirmed as a certainty nor 
denied as a positive. As a matter of 
fact, save for a small difference in 
tax rate at present. with no assur- 
ance fot the future, I fail to see what 
effect the county line bas to do with 
it. Fulton has the same authority 
to fix tax rates that Campbell has, 
and it is absolutely optionary with 
the authorities in power, and the ne- 
cessity for public funds, as to what 
the tax rate is or will be. There is 
no law limiting county officers in 
fixing tax rates. 

To unite with Fulton means that 


Campbell county would forfeit her in- | 
‘dependence. 


She could not elect a 
single officer. Fulton, as now con- 
stituted, could out-vote the citizens of 
Campbell fifty or more to one. The 
voters of Campbell would be disfran- 
chised in so far as having a voice 
in county affairs is concerned. We 
could not elect a single county offi- 
eer to represent us in the official 
family at the courthouse. We would 
have no representation in the general 
assembly any more than the repre 
sentatives of Fulton county represent 
us today. On the other hand the of- 
ficers of Fulton county would be 
clothed with the authority to fix the 
tax rate and collect our taxes, but 
would be under no obligations to spend 
one dollar of it im the confines of 
what is now Campbell county. Our 
money would be gone. we would have 


no voice in its expenditure. and there 


would be no way under the sun by 
which we could force the authorities 
to do anything for us A gy be

Small County Leader 
Defends Small Counties 


Editor Constitution: In The Con- 
stitution’s vigorous editorial favoring 
the consolidation of Georgia counties 
it is stated that cutting Georgia's 
counties to half would save county 
taxpayers eight million dollars a 
year. 


Last month several strong editorials 
named this saving as fifteen million 
dollars. Your readers are wondering 
why the sudden drop in savings. Pos- 
sibly it bas been discovered that all 
the counties in Georgia don’t collect 
as much as fifteen million dollars for 
county purposes, so that the guess at 
savings has been changed. 

_ This reduced amount of eight mil- 
lions is no small saving, and if we 
can save it, let's do it. First, though, 
we should get the facts, for facts are 
stubborn things and have a way of 
breaking up preconceived theories, 
Leaving out the six “big rich” coun- 
ties, the remaining 155 counties col- 
lect in the aggregate for county pur- 
oses about eight and one-half mil- 
lon dollars, of which about three 
millions are for roads and interest 
and sinking fund requirements on 
bonds—none of which can be saved— 
leaving about five and a half millions 
collected for county purposes proper, 
and it is rather a staggering prop- 
osition to say we can save eight mil- 
lion dollars of that sum, 

_ When this propaganda for big coun- 
ties first became so insistent, the 
thought naturally presented itself as 
to’ why different business principles 
should apply to our government from 
those applicable to other lines of busi- 
ness. The state’s affairs simply con- 
stitute a big business enterprise, with 
the counties acting as the units of 
service. In other lines of business it 
has been found economically sound 
and profitable to put a unit of serv- 
ice wherever needed. ‘The public is 
better serrved and the business is run 
more amoothly, more economically and 
more profitably. Such concerns as the 
Standard Oil Company, Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co., McClure’s, Woolworth’s, 
Lane's, and many banking organiza- 
tions, and numerous chain stores— 
all seem not to have found out that 
it would be better if they would con- 
solidate their business into larger 
units of service. Somebody ought to 
tell them about it. When these big 
business concerns begin to lessen their 
number of units of setvice it will he 
time enough for the state of Georgia 
to consider that policy. 

It may be said that’s theory again. 
All right, let’s have the facts. Let- 
ters were written to the twenty small- 
est counties in Georgia and to the 
twenty biggest counties, asking for 
the 1928 tax rate for county pur- 
poses. The replies were tabulated and 
averaged, and, as might have been ex- 
pected, the tax rates average lesa in 
the small counties than in the large 
ones. The average for 1928 in the big 
counties was slightly over sixteen 
mills, the average in the small couwn- 
ties was a fraction under twélve 
milla. : 

For instance, the rate in Oconee 
county was 12 mills, while that in 
Worth, which is over three ti: es the 
area and has over three times the 
taxable property. was 18 1-2 mills.

Better System Needed for | 
Traffic Lights, Markers

Editor Constitution: I have just 
completed a trip by automobile of 
more than three thousand miles 
through cities and over mountains in 
Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Delaware, New Jersey, District of 
Columbia, Virginia, North Carolina 
and South Carolina. 

The highways traveled in: all 
states were far better than those in 
Georgia. This should not be. 

The highway marking system is 
good, but the markers, it seems to 
me, should carry the mileage. This 
is done, to some extent, in North 
Carolina. 

It would make traffic less danger- 
ous in cities if there was a national 
system of placing traffic lights so one 
would know always where to look 
for them in all cities. Then, too, 
there should be a national system for 
marking streets in order that tour- 
ists, and others for that matter, would 
know where to look for street names. 

As it is now some traffic lights are 
overhead, some on posts at street 
crossings, and others on the side of 
the streets—where they should be in 
all cities; thus a driver sometimes 
runs over a light trying to find it. 


As for street names, they have no 
abiding place. They are on lamp 
posts, store walls, posts at corners 
and many streets are not: marked. 
These conditions are very confusing. 
In as much as automobile travel has 
become a national mode of transpor- 
tation, there should be a national sys- 
tem of traffic light and road and 
street marking.

In a few instances the small coun- 
ties have higher rates than large ones, 
but the average is in favor of the 
small counties, the small units of 
service which can usually be run more 
economically. 

Burke is a shining exception among 
the big counties, being so efficiently 
managed that notwithstanding its 
large area, the county tax rate was 
only 13 mills. 

After, all the cost of government 
depends not on lines, but on local 
conditions, on the service required, 
and on the efficiency and ability and 
faithfulness of those to whom we en- 
trust the management of our govern- 
mental affairs. It is the size of the 
men and not the size of the county 
that determines the economic efficien- 
cy of county government; 

course, mistakes are made. A 
big business organization sometimes 
puts up a unit of service that it is 
found business~ does not justify. 
Doubtless there are in Georgia some 
counties that ought not to be, and 
there ought to be others where they 
are not.

He was a little © 
miffed at me last week for not un- 
derstanding “Scarlet Pages,” and by 
way of indicating his annoyance he 
reduced his - paid announcements in 
my paper until they were skin and 
bone. However, after I had expresed 
my enjoyment of his “Murder on the 
Second Floor,” he renewed the amica- 
ble relations. So now we are just as 
arm-in-arm as manager’ and critic 
ever were, my impudences forgiven, in- 
sincerities forgot. 

It seems that the pleasure I took 
from Mr. Woods’ “Murder on the Sec- 
ond Floor” was illegitimate. I thought 
it a jovial prank, a literate and an 
ingenious frolic in melodrama, impish 
in a routine way and more than usual- 
ly amusing and well acted. Neverthe- 
less, Mr. Mantle, of “The New York 
News, denounced it as “below par,” 
and Mr. Anderson, of the New York 
| Journal, wrote that it “left something 
to be desired. In the Times, Mr. At- 
'kinson said of it that it was “not 


worth the labors of importation,” and 
Charles Darnton, of the Evening 
| World, described it as “drab and 
dull.” Walter Winchell in the New 
| York Miror frowned upon it as “frail. 
tedious and unexciting. The Eve- 
‘ning Post's referee, John Mason 
| Brown, declared it “strangly wasteful 
jand inept,” and Mr. Lockridge, of the 
Sun, darned it by saying that it was 
“mildly enjoyable.” 

It “bored and irritated” Mr. Littell, 
of the Morning World, and to Mr. 
Seldes, of the Graphic, it was but “one 
Key to Baldpate.” Of it Mr. Bolton, 
in the Telegraph, wrote that ‘“‘there 
isn’t an ounce of real worth in it.”

Work has. been started on a two- 
and-one-quarter-mile water tunnel 
from the Detroit river to the Ford 
Motor Company plant at Rouge, Dear- 
born, Mich., to supply the expand- 
ing needs of the plant with 500,000 
gallons of uncontaminated water a 
minute, or three-quarters of a billion 
gallons. a day. 

That enormous volume is 100,000 
gallons a minute more than present 
supply which is now withdrawn from 
the Rouge river through the slip, the 
docking place for Ford ships. Ninety 
per cent of all the water is used for 
cooling purposes. This is heated up 
and returned to the lower Rouge 
river below the plant through a dis. 
charge tunnel. 

The increased demand for water 
for manufacturing purposes followed 
adoption of plans for doubling the ca- 
pacity of the power plant, with pre- 
visions for further anticipated expan- 
sion. Several power plant units are 
now being relaced by two 110,000 k.w. 
turbine-generators, each of which alone 
requires 150,000 gallons of water a 
minute for condenser cooling. 

The new tinel, to be completed in 
a year, is of the gravity type and is 
being laid 40 feet underground. Its 
inside diameter is 15 feet. The walls 
are of concrete 25 1-2 inches thick 
with an 80-inch wood lining around 
tunnel used for timbering and jack- | 
ing shield forward. 

The expanding needs of the Ford 
plant precipitated a nice engineering 
problem, according to engineers. Wa- 
ter for the power plant must be 
cool. 

Present requirements are approxi- 
mately four to six times greater 
than supplied by the upper Rouge 
river. Therefore, the balance must 
be drawn from the lower Rouge river 
which reverses the current from the 
discharge tunnel to the slip. This 
returns the warm discharge water to 
the slip and the constant recirculation 
raises the temperature 18 or 20 de- 
grees above the average river tem- 
perature. 

To overcome that objection and also 
to provide for adequate quantities 
for further expansion the company 
was faced with the necessity either 
of tapping the Rouge farther upstream 
and installing a cooling spray or to 
tap other sources. By tapping the

"He may 
be lame! And if he is, it is no 
negligence on his part to be there 
unattended.

The Supreme Court oF Cicedien 
has recently made such a ruling and 
the admonition and explanation 
carried with it is most excellent. 
In making the ruling authorities in 
Iowa, Minnesota, Indiana and 
Massachusetts were quoted. 

Supreme Court of Oregon 
said: 

“You are instructed that the blind 
and the halt have as much right 
to the use of the streets in the city 
of Portland, Ore. as those who 
have possession of their faculties, 
and it is not negligence as a matter 
of law for a blind person to walk

panion or a cane, on a ptiblic street. 


‘} “Those who drive automobiles on | 


the streets of a city, and who ob- 
or in the exercise of reason- 
able diligence or to know, that 
a pedestrian is blind, must use care 
commensurate with the danger in- 
volved.

In Studebaker’s 11 1-2-acre foundry 
at South Bend, Ind., one of the larg- 
est grey iron foundries in the world, 
scores of skilled workmen may be 
seen daily making “sand pies” or cores 
for the 500 or more castings which 
go into the Studebaker engine, ac- 
cording to Alfred Thompson, sales 
manager for the Yarbrough Motor Co.., 
Studebaker-Erskine dealer here.

turning out these cores looks about 
aS easy .as the mud pie making of 
childhood days, yet the job is one 
which requires a high degree of skill 
and accuracy. 
. “Most casting calls for a sand ‘core’ 
and sand ‘mould.’ The ‘core’ and 
‘mould’ may be likened to the core 
and skin of an apple, the ‘core’ rep- 
resenting the hollow portions of the 
finished casting, the ‘mould’ the out- 
er husk or covering. ee 
“Several types of sand are used 
in their making. An especially fines 
grade free from clay for the ‘core,’ 


}a coarser, darker clay bonded quality 


for the ‘mould.’ Huge quantities of 
this sand are stored in giant bins 
with a capacity of 325 carloads, the 


sand being routed. to the various 
‘core’ and ‘mould’ tables through wide 
funnels, Core sand is mixed with an 
oil and resin compound to give it the 
necessary consistency for baking. 
Mould sand is mixed with water and 
clay and does not have to be baked. 
The ‘core’ maker fills a core box with 
the sand, firmly presses it down with 
his hands, then inverts the box an 
removes it. 


_“The result is a perfect reproduc- 
tion of the inside surfaces of the die, 
conforming accurately to every ridge, 
convolution or corrugation. In the 
case of very large ‘cores,’ a machine 
appropriately called a ‘sand slinger’ 
is used to ferce the sand into the 
dies. The ‘cores’ are then baked in 
ovens under high temperature to a 
brick-like hardness. 

‘Moulds’ are made in the same 
fashion except that they are built up 
in two parts—top and bottom—but 
are not baked. As in the ‘core.’ the 
sand is forced into the two halves 
of the die under pressure, the baked 
‘cores’ inserted in their respective posi- 
tions and the two halves of the 
‘mould’ plaeed together. A_ hollow 
space then exists between the.‘mould’ 
and the ‘core,’ into which the metal 
is poured. When the metal has cooled

A braking system on four wheels 
that assures the maximum of protec- 
tion and safety for quick stops has

deal,” and whose whole division was lever 
to receive the full official credit and: praise 
its war record merited—was often accused 
of fighting too much for his men. In this 
particular instance Edwards make no ef- 
fort to have his men relieved, although he 
knew the new attack was asking a great 
deal of them. It was a question of strain- 
ing to achieve a vital objective, and he was 
determined to make the sacrifices involved. 


Edward's loyalty was of the head as well 
as of the heart. He made recommenda- 
tions. He was a professional soldier with 
almost forty years of continuous military 
service behind him. He was a West Point- 
er to his finger tips. But in dealing with 
volunteer and civilian troops he believed in 
tempering militarism with humanness be- 
cause he understood the psychology of the 
American man at war. 


Nothing official had been done against 
General Edwards prior to October 22. How- 
ever, many things had been inferred. He 
was said to have disobeyed battle orders 
beyond Chateau-Thierry. But General] De- 
goutte saw fit to congratulate Edwards for 
the brilliant results obtained by his “dis- 
obedience.” 


As our general plotted movements on his 
maps, he was hiding a burning personal 
grief. Only a few days before, his daugh- 
ter, an enlisted army nurse who had been 
on the way to France, had been buried in 
Arlington. His wife was convalescing from 
a serious operation, and his personal de- 
voted aide, Captain Nat Simpkins, had just 
died from gas and pneumonia. With all this 
to bow him down, he remained the soldier, 
the commander. 


Suddenly there was a stabbing sound as 
of machine gun fire on the road to his 
headquarters. A motorcycle courier! He 
brought an order relieving the general. and 
a letter explaining that he was to proceed 
to America to train troops! 

Edwards’ heart must have broken then 
and there. Here was the end for him— 
after all his victories. Sent home aione, 
his command given to another to reap the 
final glory. Soldier that he was, Clarence 
R. Edwards accepted his fate with military 
stoicism. Not a word of complaint from 
him. But curses from his own generals 
down to his privates. 


“To hell with the Twenty-sixth! I'm 


done,” a colonel said, tears of anger in his 
eyes. “You are the 26th Division, and 
when you are gone it is gone.” 


“Listen,” the general said, “I have tried 
to put a soul in this division. Nothing 
would be more fatal to me than to have 
something happen that: would warrant my 
enemies—if I have any—saying that I had 
built up a personal machine. If you want 
to show your loyalty to me, carry on with 
the new commander with the same devo- 
tion.” , 


Zero hour had been set for early next 
morning. Here was a spent and depleted 
division about to go into action without the 
leadership of the one officer it needed most 
of all in such a critical attack. A new 
general was on the way to take command 


Genera] Claudel, the French corps com- 
mander, took a swift hand in proceedings. 
He officially refused to let the attack or- 
ders stand unless Edwards led his men. 
The latter was told to remain in charge 
until the assault had been delivered suc- 
cessfully. 


Colonel Bearss, commanding the Fiftyv- 
first. which was to be the attacking infan- 
try brigade, wrote his famous assault order 
in his dugout. Runners took copies out to 
every platoon, and the news that it was the 
last time the men would go over under 
Edwards spread like wildfire. Colone) 
Bearss order ended: 

“Every officer, non-commissioned officer 
and man is depended upon to uphold the 
glorious traditions of the Twenty-sixth Di- 
vision. All hell's flving artillery cannnot 
stop this brigade when it has once got into 
action.” 


Up in their death holes on the slopes of 
the writhing Meuse, our cold, hungry, tired 
doughboys fixed their bavonets and looked 
very grim. Some of them were worn out 
Some were ill. Some were on the verge of 
Sheli-shock from the strain. There 
even wounded men in the forming waves 
who refused to miss this last chance to go 
over for the Old Man, and send him off in 
a blaze of devotion and glory. 


At the command these men flung off 
their exhaustion, their nerves, their pains: 
and something of barbaric exaltation swept 
over them. They went up against the 
enemy and, as Bearss prophesied, “all hell's 
fiving artillery” couldn't stop them. ‘The 
division gallantly took all of its objectives. 


Fdwards issued his farewell order on Oc- 
tober 24, and left us that night. 

This is no moment or piace for contro- 
versy. The general himself would not have 
it so. This is the story of fine faith among 
soldiers, a story that proves we cherish 
the memories and the heroic deeds of our 
buddies who gave their lives on the field 
of honor when civilization hung in the bal- 
ance. Out of the brutality and sordidness 
of a modern war that raged ten vears ago 
has come this free, beautiful desire to 


perpetuate the deeds of our slain broth- 


ers. And here in our coming pilgrimage 
lies the fulfillment of this desire, the ful- 
fillment of our unspoken promise that we 
would always keep faith with our battle 


Raiph Eastman, of Boston. secretary- 
treasurer of the Yankee Division Overseas 
Memorial Committee, has drawn for me a 
vivid picture of our Memorial Church's his- 
tory, and why Belleau, France, war select- 
ed as the place to build our shrine. I will 
try to give you this picture in hist own 
way. : 


_ Mr. Eastman knew Belleau, a village of 
the Marne valley country, in the summer 
of 1908. Little, then. did its people dream 
of what was to come. 

Here the crops were ripening in the warm 
sun—cattle grazed contentedly—the evening 
chimes rang out—peace lay upon this land. 

A decade passes. 


It is July 17, 1918, and the guns are go- 
ing furiously along the battle line that 
curves through the Valley of the Marne 
like a crimson crescent. Here, along this 
crescent we are to meet the Terror near 
Bealleau. Battle orders are delivered.

The name of Belleau, unknown 
through the centuries, was shortly to be on 
the lips of millions. The dawn crept 
through the shattered woods like a great 
grav ghost. 

The commana was forward! The Yankee 
division’s battle cry—‘Let’s go!’’—rang out 
above the barrage. Attacking shoulder to 
shoulder with the little men in horizon blue 
the brown-clad hosts from across the sea 
won back the homeland of their comrades 
Ge querre. 

At about &:30 o'clock the 26th Division 
attained its objectives in Belleau and Givry 
and was abreast of the line. ... 

Another night has fallen in Belleau. Its 
shattered walls secrete and partly protect 
our men. They have made it theirs and 
staked their claim to glory. The evening 
chimes are the drumming guns; sunset’s 
light is the green and baleful flicker of star 
shells. The flaming poppies are not the 
only crimson spots in the wheat fields. 
America’s blood hallows this soil. 

Twenty-sixth Division — Victory, Honor 
ang Fame eternal—mangled bodies in the 
wheat—blank files in the broken columns, 
What else do the star shells reveal? 
Crumblecd and leaning walls of a little 
church, centuries old, a shattered altar, a 
vijlage restored to its people, but a village 
of stark anc smoking ruins. 


Armagecdon roars away from Belleau 
like a raging. receding sea. Months later 
the Terror ends. Armistice. ... 


A few vears afterward two former Yan- 
kee division soldiers stop before the Amer- 
ican cemetery at Belleau. Before them 
gleam “the crosses, row on row.” Each 
marks the final sleep of a Yankee lad. Be- 
neath many of these crosses lie those who 
bore familiar names. Against the blue of 
the sky flutters the Stars and Stripes, 
their vigilant guardian. 

For the two veterans of the 26th this 
is the end of the trial. Their comrades 
beneath the white crosses won this soil by 
the valor of their arms. Here should their 
memoria) be! 

Bevonc the cemetery, in Belleau, the vil- 
lage priest of old welcomes the two Yan- 
kee veterans. The hand of war still lies 
heavily upon M. le Cure’s church. A crumb- 
ling ruin, the little edifice, centuries oid, 
still gapes roofless to heaven. 

Here, then. in this land hallowed by our 
sacrifice, in this village shattered by our 
guns. in the shadow of their crosses that 
mark our brothers’ graves, came the vision 
of our memorial. 
26TH KEEPS—Three 

Granite columns and sculptured forms 
eloquent of martial pride already dotted 
the landscape of American achievement. 
Were we to add another symbol of our 
share of victorv? No. Ours was the op- 
portunity for a nobler tribute: Here could 
we erect a shrine to serve the highest as- 
pirations of the living and to honor sacred 
memories of our dead. 

This verv thing the Yankee Division has 
done by raising a Memorial Church fund 
of near $100,000 from its former officers 
and men who have not let this opportunity 
to honor their buddies go by. On October 
10. a thousand of these men who have kept 
faith will gather in the rebuilt church at 
Belieau. 

Headed by General Edwards, General 
John Sherburne, General E. L, Logan, Gen- 
eral Charies Cole, other ranking officers of 
the old 26th and their chaplains, these men 
will join with such distinguished French- 
men as M. Poincare, M. Clemenceau, Mare- 
shal Petain, General Gouraud, Degoutte, 
ClauGcel and others in a solemn ceremony 
of dedication. Once more the hand of 
America Will Clasp the hand of Franec in a 
profounc moment of sympathy and under- 
standing. blessed by memories to be shared 
forever.

Highway boards and commissions must

We have in the 1928 tabulation 3,000,000 
miles of highways in our road systems—~ 
approximately 300,000 of which are ineluded 
in the state highway. systems and are un- 
der vigorous programs of improvement-« 
600,000 miles of our total system have been 
graded, drained, bridges built and surfaced 
with materials varying from sand clay to 
highest type of hard surface..We have 155,- 
000 miles surfaced with a type higher than 
treated gravel. 

We have accomplished all this in spite of 
the fact that it has been necessary to dis- 
card or reconstruct practically every mile of 
what was a Satisfactory highway in 1904, 
which is to say we practically started at 
zero, 


And in considering our progress, we must 
take cognizance of the fact that while a 


mile of first-class road would probably cost 
less than $7,500 in 1904, it now requires a 
minimum of $30,000 to produce the same 
result, 

The greatest progress we have made, no 
doubt, Hes in three facts, first: That we 
have efficiently organized and _ trained 
forces for the direction and prosecution of 
highway work—as exemplified by our fed- 
eral, state and county highway departments, 
Second: That definite and logically estab- 
lished systems of roads have been accepted 
by these agencies of construction. The fed- 
eral system of 200,000 miles, Which criss- 
crosses our country at strategic points, 
taking precedent and being the primary 
system, also receiving the aid of th gov- 
ernment, is the skeleton on which oui state 
highway systems are hung and is included 
in them, while to state systeme in tury are 
attached the two and three-quarter mi.tion 
miles of county highways. ‘Third Tirat 
scientific research and experiment with road 


‘materials and design are being enthusias- 


tically encouraged and vigorously prosecuted 
and common standards to which these ex- 
periments point as being the best are being 
accepted and adopted by all road building 
agencies.

~via years is the Borstal system. There 
are now five Borstal institutions, one for 
girls, where offenders sixteen to twenty- 
one are sent for a period up to three years, 
instead of to ordinary prisons for a short 
time. 


The advantages are manifold. First the 
young offender avoids the disgrace of a 
prison sentence, and all that entails. More- 
over, during the three years, which can be 


' phortened considerably, the boy or girl may 


learn a skilled trade and change the whole 
outlook on life. 


The atmosphere at ‘Borstal is more like 
that of a school. Each lad has his own room 
in the same house throughout his sentence. 
Each house is a unit, with its own dining 
and recreation hall, its football teams, etc., 
and it is supervised by a master and ma- 
tron. The lads are encouraged to be in- 
dustrious and obedient, not only for their 
promotion but for the privileges enjoyed by 
the whole house if the general standard is 
high. 

The lads are classed as first, second and 
third year boys, with privileges increasing 
each year. The third year boys are the 
trustees and may go out of the grounds 
alone, while the other lads are allowed to 
go out only in parties. 


Each lad has considerable freedom in 
choosing his trade and electing advanced 


classes. Carpentering, engineering, black- 
smithing, farm work, cooking, etc., are 
taught. Stone-breaking is reserved for 


punishment. | 


The lads do all manual and domestic 
labor, even cooking, but time is set aside 
for reading, study and sports. The influence. 
of the officers and teachers, the spirit of 
comradeship and the industrious life are a 
strikingly successful cure for criminal ten- 
dencies. 


The lads are first released on license. The 
Borstal Association finds work for them and 
maintains contact with each lad. If he re- 
verts to bad habits his license may be re- 
voked and he may be required to complete 
his sentence. However, the efforts of the 
Borstal Association combined with the 
Borstal treatment have reclaimed a large 
percentage of these potential criminals. 


In conclusion, too much praise cannot be 
given the Voluntary Prison Visitors Society 
attached to each local and convict prison. 
The men and women on these committees 
are allowed to visit the prisons and talk 
with the prisoners individually. 


In addition, a visiting committee’ is ap- 
pointed for every prison by the justices 
whose benches commit to the prison, and 
this committee deals with the more serious 
offenses. It is an impartial body with right 
of inspection of thé prison, and it can re- 
port directly to the home secretary. 


The voluntary nature of the work done 
by the visitors of the Voluntary Prison 
Visitors Society so impresses some of the 
moe hardened criminals that they became 
tractable and eager for improvement. More- 
over, the friendly interest taken by the 
visitors in the life and hopes of the prison- 
er reduces to a minimum the possibility 
that he will leave prison nfore vindictive 
and dangerous than when he entered. 


The following figures indicate the success 
of the British system: 


' For the year ending April, 1913, the total 
number of prisoners in local prisons, Eng- 
land and Wales, including Borstal institu- 
tions, was 15.508, and the total number 
of convicts in England and wales, 2.752: 
while the figures for the vear ending April, 
1929. were 8.769 and 1,522. 

Since the war twenty-five prisons have 
been closed in England and Wales. 
PRISON AND CRIMES 
IN FRANCE. 

Paris—-If France were judged by her at- 
titude toward criminals she would be ton- 


With widespread crime persistent in the United States, it is of interest to see how 
Europe deals with crime and criminals. Accordingly an investigation of foreign prisons 
and penology systems has been made by Atlanta Constitution and The North American

No attempt is made to reform the habit- 
ual criminal. If the rigors of prison have 
not taught him to avoid a criminal life 
he will learn a dreadful lesson at Devil's 
Island. 


There is no criminal class in France. 
Habitual criminals are in the penal colonies. 
France is the only country which has kept 
up the practice of sending its worst crimi- 
nals to hard labor in the colonies. 

Devil’s Island and the whole series of 
criminal camps long established in French 
Guinea are the certain fate of those who 
commit second or third crimes. Few return 
from the penal colonies, and fewer still 
are those who, having served there, have 
broken the law again. 


Crime is common in France. Murder in a 
most revolting form, that of old men and 
women, constantly occurs. The French habit 
of hiding money in mattresses “in a woolen 
sock,’ as the saying is in France, is a temp- 


inhuman nation of the 


. tation to young farm workers or young rel- 


atives of elderly, usually miserly people. 
But caught, these criminals pay dearly. 

French juries are often sentimental. The 
jealous woman who kills husband or lover 
has an excellent chance of escaping. The 
juries are also susceptible to political con- 
siderations, and the crime with the mark 
of revolt against society is, often excused. 
But once there is a conviction the moment 
the prisoner has passed into the adminis- 
tration of punishment he is swallowed in a 
vast unfeeling machine whence there is no 
escape. 

He loses all contact with the world. He 
passes through a purgatory, inhuman in 
its unbending regulations. He is not treat- 
ed cruelly, rarely brutally, but with an in- 
difference which is .the most terrible suf- 
fering of all. 

This is.deliberate. It takes the dramatic 
out of crime. There are no heroes in 
French prisons. There is no. coddling. 
Prisoners with money buy privileges, as 
they do everywhere, but they are few. 

In most French penitentiaries there are 
few extra privileges to be had, except an 
occasional cup of what is called coffee, 
paid for by prisoners with money sent by 
family or friends. There is no entertain- 
ment, no effort to ease the brutalizing pro- 
cess of the prison term. 

There has never been a campaign in 
France to ameliorate prison conditions, ex- 
cept by communists working on behalf of 
their fellows who are in prison, mostly for 
insubordination to military orders. Their 
campaign has made no impression. 

The general public has never interested 
itself in criminals. Its attitude is that the 
man who commits a crime must pay, and 
the machinery of punishment having long 
since become an established part of the 
state, it is as difficult to change in the 
smallest detail as any other administra- 
tive function in France. 

» Everything connected with French pris- 
ons is hard and uncomfortable, deliberately. 
Convicts are taken to stafe penitentiaries 
in special railroad cars designed to make 
them realize immediately that they are out 
of the world as completely as if the guillo- 
tine had cut off their heads. The prisoner 
is placed in irons in a tiny cell with a 
grill into an inner corridor, guarded by a 
warden who has been at it all his life, who 
takes no chances on his prisoner escaping, 
and who is perfectly indifferent to his cap- 
tive. 

As these prison cars are sent by short 
stages on slow trains, by dav oniy, the 
prisoner may have a day or two cramped 
in irons as his first taste of the loss of 
freedom. The French temperament being 
spontaneous and apt to revojt, the mental 
sufferings during the first few hours in the 
prison ew sometimes leave an impression 


The results are given in a series of dispatches, of which this 


stronger than hard, monotonous years in 
the penitentiary. 

Life in penitentiaries in France is com- 
parable in most cases to penitentiary life 
elsewhere—twelve hours of work or oblig- 
atory lock-step in a narrow court, twelve 
hours of confinement in a narrow cell. The 
food is tasteless, but nourishes. Some peni- 
tentiaries have vermin, others are clean. 

The regulations for all are the same. The 
difference lies in the wardens. In one re- 
spect the wardens are all alike; their pris- 
oners are to them no longer men but crea- 
tures who haye lost right to any considera- 
tion beyond being fed, examined periodi- 
cally by a doctor and being allowed to write. 
letters once a month. 


The effect upon the prisoners is exact- 
ly what the regulations intend. Their spirit 
is broken. The communist, Marty, who led 
the revolt in the French fleet at Odessa in 
1919, and wrote as propaganda for his 
party a booklet on his impressions of 
French penitentiaries, was struck by the 
incapacity of his fellow prisoners to feel 
revolt. 


There is nothing to prevent the prisoner, 
once he has paid for his crime, rehabili- 
tating himself in France. If he has learned 
his lesson he goes straight. If he has de- 
veloped a taste for criminal life the state 
has an inexorable answer—the penal colony. 
There is no disposition to analyze or give 
any consideration whatever to the crimi- 
nal instinct. The possessor is simply put 
where he cannot do anything about it. 

The criminal before the court a second 
time has virtually no chance. He is lucky 
if he is ordered to serve his second sen- 
tence in France. A third in inevitably in 
the penal colony with banishment for eVer. 

That is why there are no habitual crimi- 
nals and no crime waves in France. 


PRISONS IN 
PRUSSIA. 

Berlin.—Though the principle of edu- 
cating rather than degrading criminals is 
finding widespread support in Prussia, even 
today a convict may lose his civil rights. 

An increasing number of “conditional 
pardons” is being granted to save the early 
offender the stigma of prison. 

Recidivism is only twenty per cent and 
prison population dropped from a daily 
average of 70,000 in 1923 to 32,000 in 1928. 

In Prussia, as in all Germany, peniten- 
tiary and prison are distinct institutions, 
A darker stigma, often accompanied by loss 
of civil rights, attaches to the penitentiary. 

There are minor differences in the treat- 
ment of the two classes of prisoners. Prison 
dress is blue or grey; that of the peni- 
tentiary is brown. Prison. convicts may 
smoke; those of the penitentiary must not, 
save in exceptional circumstances. 

Eight to nine hours daily work is required 
of prison inmates, nine to ten hours in the 
penitentiary. Those in prison don’t have to 
do agricultural work; penitentiary convicts 
have no choice. But in respect to individual 
treatment no distinction is made. 

In 19}4, there was a daily average of 47,- 
000 convicts in the penitentiaries and pris- 
ons. In 1923, the number had increased to 
70,000. This was largely due to abnormal 
conditions in Germany then. 

In days when it took millions of marks to 
buy a stamp and housewives lined up be- 
fore shops by the thousand hoping through 
an all-day vigil to obtain a quarter-pound 
of something to stave off hunger, no won- 
der prisons were crowded with wretches 
who took what came their way without re- 
gard to the legal aspect. 

As soon as the mark was stabilized the 
number of prisoners lessened. Nineteen 
hundred twenty-four shows a daily aver- 
age of 54.000, and in 1928 there were only 
32,000. 

Various causes contributed to this sharp 


drop—15,000 below 1914. The conditional 


pardon granted an ever-increasing number © 


of smaller offenders doubtless plays an im- 
portant role. Probation of three to five 
years, according to the crime, is allow. If 
within this time the culprit’s conduct is 
exemplary he is not compelled to serve his 
term. But if he transgresses in any way 
during this period he must serve the entire 
time of the first sentence, in addition to 
the second. 

The Prussian ministry of justice regards 
this innovation as productive of very good 
results, and hopes for further decrease in 
crime through persistent, intelligent appli- 
cation of modern theories. 

Imprisonment must be utilized in every 
way to convert the criminal into a law- 
abiding citizen. He must be taught to work, 
but this must not be regarded as punish- 
ment. He must be brought to see that 
work is essential to success in life. Hence, 
all- work required of him must have a cone 
structive, positive value. 

An important, recent advance in Prus 
Sian penal administration was the intro- 
duction of the gradation system. The basic 
idea is gradually to moderate the rules of 
prison life and to increase the freedom of 
the prisoner according to diligence and 
good behavior. Every prisoner starts in 
Grade I. Those in the penitentiary remain 
in this grade at least nine months, those 
in prison at least six months, juveniles at 
least three months. 

No privileges are granted during this 
time. At the end, if general behavior ad- 
mits, the prisoners are promoted to Grade 
II. In this, grade various privileges are 
granted. The prisoners may have visitors, 
write letters more frequently. receive pack- 
ages on their birthdays as well as at Christe 
mas, have mirrors on their cell walls and 
photographs of family and friends; also 
they may have a plant to cultivate. Sunday 
afternoons they are allowed an hour’s chat 
in a common sitting room without super- 
vision. 

The third grade gives very considerable 
liberty. Receiving visitors, the prisoners may 
wear their own clothes instead of prison 
dress. They may spend three marks a 
month on additional food. During the en- 
tertainment hour they may listen to the 
radio or play games. They may have light 
in their cells till 10 o'clock. Also a certain 
amount of self-government is allowed, 
whereby they appoint their own officers, 
held responsible for order. 

These facts I obtained from the Prusé 
sian ministry of justice. A permit was given 
me to visit a women’s prison, formidable, 
window-barred building in the heart of Bere 
lin. 

I was escorted into the office of the 
superintendent, a refined, intellectual-look- 
ing woman belonging to one of the oldest 
aristocratic families in Germany. She con- 
ducted me through the huge prison. Scrup- 
ulously clean it was, with an abundance 
of light and air. I saw women at work in 
the kitchen, in the laundry, washing win- 
dows, painting walls. I saw their individual 
cells, the bathrooms, school, hospital, 
chapel, exercise grounds. I took a bit of 
their dinner—it tasted good. Certainly, # 
was wholesome. Beef stew with potatoes 
and sauerkraut, well-cooted, well-seasoned, 
For the sick there was boiled rice with sugar 
and milk. 

I had no opportunity to speak more than 
& passing word with the prisoners, but my 
inspection and my conversation with the 
superintendent convinced me that the 
Prussian ministry of justice is making a 
serious, sustained effort toward the rée 
socialization of anti-socfal elements. 

It is too eé@ariv yet to obtain reliable 
Statistics on the success or failure of pres 
ent-day prison administration in Prussia. 
It is safe, however. to predict that the 
country at large will not suffer from its 
endeavor to educate rather than punish, 
for the standard of conduct as a whole will 
be raised.

That's the Cry of the Autograph Fiend, Who—According to This Eminent Actor and Victim of the 
Signature Collector's Depredations—May Be Responsible for the Crime Wave, the Late War 
and Almost Every Catastrophe That Has Visited the World 
By E. H. SOTHERN. 


REJOICE in an acquaintance who 
in the guise of motley reaches 
most profound conclusions—the 
latest of which is that the in- 
crease in crime is due in no small degree to 
the prevalence of autograph-hunters. 


It is his contention that this passion un- 
dermines the character of its addicts, who 
shortly, in pursuit of their prey, lose all 
sense of propriety and good manners and 
stoop to every sort of flattery, cajolery and 
even misrepresentation to gain their end. 
Pailing to obtain what they covet by fair 
means, they will, says my commentator, 
condescend to abuse and impertinence, for- 
getting that they have requested a favor, 
and demanding as a right that which should 
be left to the amiable concession of their 
victim. 


Just now, contempt for all law is de- 
clared to have been brought about by the 
conviction of effervescent persons that citi- 
zens should be at liberty to quench their 
thirst after their own fashion. So, pro- 
claims this philosopher, all the protections 
with which custom and kindliness have sur- 
rounded the individual are swept away by 
the obsession of the autograph-fiend, who 
without hesitation will intrude on any pri- 
Vacy and resent all denial. 


This begets an habitual impudent assur- 
ance, a disregard for any wish or apinion 
opposed to that of the collector, which so 
deteriorates the moral standards that it is 
a short step to the defiance of all laws and 
order in the acquisition of any desired end. 

In my friend's estimation, a child who is 
Permitted to collect autographs has taken 
hhis first step toward the gallows. 

He very seriously attributes the late war 
to the fact that most European monarchs 
are autograph collectors. And he looks you 
steadily in the eye when he avers that the 
head-hunters of Bornéo and the early 
scaip collectors of our own country are 
merely instances of the same fundamental 
urge—that Jack-the-Ripper was impelled to 
the collection of unfortunate ladies through 
an identical hunger—and that the spider 
which finds ecstacy in the cannibalistic orgy 
with which she celebrates her nuptials, is 
inflamed by a similar fury. 

Though this seems to be an extreme view, 
it might prove illuminating to inquire 
whether those condemned to be hanged 
have been addicted to so pernicious an oc- 
cupation, whether bandits and gangsters, 
bootleggers and burglars, bigamists and ma- 
chine-gun toters and kidnapers first ac- 
quire a contempt for the rights of their fel- 


low citizens through the slow growth of 
that rebellious resentment which the hunt- 
er for autographs conceives when his de- 
mand is neglected or declined. 

It must at once be admitted that there 
are varieties of this disease, and that not all 
infections are malignant. Volumes of auto- 
graphs of people distinguished and noto- 
rious, of course, have been compiled with 
very excellent propriety, and they have 
their value, historical and personal. If 
there be danger to the character of the col- 
lector, it is in the meaningless and pro- 
miscuous demand for signatures which in 4 
cay will cease to have interest. 


I once knew a man who had grown to 
be a prey to nervous disorder. His physician 
examined him and said: “I find nothing or- 
ganically wrong, but you need a hobby. Col- 
lect stamps,” said the patient in relating 
his experience: “Damn it, he told me to 
collect stamps, and charged me $5.” 


Could one believe that all those who re- 
quest autographs would be relieved from 
their twitchings, mental and physical, or 
that ill-spent and misdirected energies 
might be restored to their normal and more 
fruitful channels through a roundup of sig- 
natures, one could contribute to such happy 
results with some satisfaction. There are 
those undoubtedly who, never knowing how 
to think straight for two ‘ninutes consecu- 
tively, need some thread upon which to 
string their purpose—and, as one drops 
pennies into the hat of a beggar. so one 
could salve one’s conscience happily by these 
pen strokes. 


But most of those who are thus aggres- 
sive in their demands are able bodied and 
determined, and they by no means assume 
the attitude of mendicants. With them it 
is, after slight hesitation, “Stand and de- 
liver !"’ 

I must confess that I have come in con- 
tact with quite a number of such nuisances. 

I once lay in bed in a hotel at Kansas 
City, sipping my coffee and reading the 
morning paper, when without a prepayatory 
knock the door flew open. Two men enter- 
ed. The customary taking off of hats when 
accosting a stranger in his own chamber 
was dispensed with. One man placed a 
camera on a tripod in the center of the 
room, and prepared to photograph me. The 
other, noteboook in hand, said: “Are you 
Sothern?” 

A wearisome experience assured me that 
these were newspaper men though of a 
more maniac breed than usual. I jumped 
out of bed and told them to leave the room. 


“But I want to interview you,” said the 
man with the notebook. 

Now, no man of my calling is more grate- 
ful for the amiable publicity accorded to 
us by the press, nor is any more eager to 
take advantage of the inclination of the 
public to hear what we are up to—for in 
no small degree, through such advertise- 
ment, do we sell our goods over the counter. 

But there are some limits to the liberties 
which we permit even our nearest and dear- 
est, and I felt that the proprieties had been 
damaged. 


“Go down to the office and send up your 
name,” cried I, “and find out if I'm in.” 

“In?” said the astonished interviewer. 
“Why, there you are.” 

“Possibly,’ TP parried, for the fact was 
not easy to deny, “but you have no right 
to intrude on me like this! Get out, both 
of you, and send up a card. If I want to 
see VC I'll say so. Get out!” 

And, unarmed as I was, with either boots 
or garments, I shoved both of them into the 
passage. 


I saw them no more, but the clerk down- 
stairs, when.IJI attacked him for permitting 
them to come to my room, said they had 
merely asked for my number, and he 
thought they had an appointment. He also 
volunteered the information that the note- 
book man had related to him the incident 
with much indignation and had said: “He 
told me to send up a card and see if he’s in. 
The man’s a bloody Beau Brummell.” 

Sinze he doubtless was of the opinion 
that he was doing me a favor by providing 
me with publicity, the sensibilities of this 
maurauder were in a degree comprehensible. 
He had, in his own estimation. come to con- 
fer a benefit and had met with rebuff. 


This is not quite the case with the auto- 
grapher hunter. He, without knowing the 
person he visits, asks an individual fayor 
which concerns nobody but himself. ‘The 
granting of this favor has no public sig- 
nificance whatever. There can be no ques- 
tion of its being any particular gratifica- 
tion to the one of whom it is demanded. 
Yet the gift. for that’s what it is, is called 
for. and any refusal is received with sur- 
prise and indignation. 

Not so long ago I gave a recital on one 
of my recent tours. The work is rather 
active, and it is necessary for me to make 
a complete change of clothing. tor I am 
frequentivy wet through after two hours 
of very strenuous endeavor. A man opened 
the door of my dressing room while I was 
disrobing. 


“What is it?” I asked, with my shirt over 
my head. 

“T want your autograph,” he answe ‘ed, 
holding a book in one hand and a foun ain 
pen in the oiher. 

“What do you.mean by intruding on me 
in my dressing room?” said I. “Why Gon't 
you knock at the door and find out i! it 
is convenient for me to see you? Get out!” 

The man was ushered out. When I was 
dressed I went into the auditorium to n eet 
some people. Shortly the man appeared, and 
again demanded an autogranh. 

“Was it you who pushed your way into 
my room just now?’ I asked. 

“Yes,” he answered. 


“How can you take such a liberty a6 
to intrude on a man you don't know the 
very instant he has finished an exac.ing 
labor of two hours, without even the 
civility of a knock at the door? It is too 
inconsiderate and ungentle. Could you not 
wait to find out if it was agreeable to me 
to give you what you want? You have no 
tight to take such a liberty.” 


“Is that so?” said he, and he went away. 

At my hotel I found a letter under my 
coor, written on the letter paper of a big 
fism in the city, although it was abou! }1 
o’ciock at night. In this letter the autograph 
hunter denounced me in a rambling siate- 
ment, hoping I had recovered my temper, 
declaring that my behavior had enligh:en- 
ed him concerning my character that he 
considered me now to be a very “Jiitle” 
man, and that had I been aware that a 
lady was at his heels when he entered my 
room I perhaps would have behaved with 
more decency. 


Speaking as an authority, he prociaimed 
I was no gentleman. He then went on to 
say that his new opinion of me was con- 
firmed by the fact that he recently had 
purchased a volume of poems which had 
been presented to me by a San Franci:co 
bard who had inscribed the work to me. and 
that the book actually contained my book 
plate and that no one but the vilest sort 
of fellow would thus part with so tender 
and sentimental a gift for money, as I evi- 
dently had done; that he was through 
with me forever and hoped that the n.ost 
evil of fortunes would follow me hereat er 
with that contempt which he himself now 
felt so deeply and which I so 
deserved. 

Here was an amusing instance of that 
fact familiar to psvycholoetsts, that those 
deficiencies which affection has jiong ¢ ori- 
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character, immediately upon a change of 
feeling become equally exaggerated and re- 
sented as disgusting and monstrous. That 
twist in Maria’s nose, so adorable while she 
behaved herself, becomes suddenly a very 
detestable blemish when she stamps her 
foot in dismissal of our suit, or more prob- 
ably when we ourselves have become un- 
worthy of her regard. 


It is hard to perceive what this discarded 
gift of the poet had to do with the matter 
and it seems as much of a nonsequitur as 
the conduct of the letter carrier who chang- 
ed his name from McCorquerdale to Mac- 
Kintosh because the screeching of slate 
pencils set his teeth on edge. or.of an actor 


whom I once rebuked for not being per- 
fect in his lines, and who retorted hotly, 
“I know I’m not perfect. I was a sailor.” 


Here we have a characteristic sample of 
the way these people reason. They have no 
Sense whatever of any breach of manners 
or of anv imposition on the privacy of a 
perfect stranger—nothing but anger and 
hatred and malice and uncharitableness. 
This would appear to justify the reflections 
of my philosopher. And, if one had time, 
it would be interesting to observe the sub- 
sequent career of such a specimen. 


There is actually no more reason why a 
Stranger should thus break his way into 
your dressing room in a theater than that 
he should intrude without ceremony into 
your bedroom in a hotel or private house. 
This also is the habit of such people, how- 
ever, 


A few days later I was in Philadelphia 
when a man opened the door of my room— 
again without knocking—and he, too, de- 
manded an autograph. I dismissed him ab- 
ruptly. An hour afterward I started to go 
out. There he was in the hall and he pre- 
sented his request again. I. refused. I went 
for a walk. He accosted me on the sireet. I 
repulsed him again. In a little while I re- 
turned to my room. He was waiting at the 
door. I told him I would hand him over 
to the house detective. He ran down the 
stairs. I complained at the office. They 
knew nothing about him. He had not ar- 
rived on the elevator, c*clared the floor 
clerk, and each time must have climbed 
twelve flights of stairs. . 


The old-fashioned brief and civil request 
for an autograph has given way to a much 
more elaborate and complicated § aftack 
which takes the form of a tong letter of 


adulation, mentioning in my own case char- 
acters I have appeared in, very often char- 
acters I have not appeared in, and recalling 
the delight occasioned by these impersona- 
tion, but ending up with the request for a 
signed photograph, which one is supposed 
to carry about in eager anticipation of such 
a desire. 


The abusive letter of violently adverse 
criticism is another variety of this ap- 
proach, the hope being that the wretch to 
whom the vituperation is directed will lose 
his temper, seize pen and paper and so sup- 
ply an indignant answer, which will serve 
the purpose admirably. 


This, probably, was the expectation of the 
fellow who broke into my dressing room 
and left the letter of invective under my 
door. 


I can tell an autograph fiend’s letter by 
the address on the envelope; the sort of 
notepaper he uses is also an evidence of 
his approach. The writing seldom has much 
character, the paper is eccentric as a rule 
and the ink fs likely to be purple or green 
or red. And when the letter starts with 
some appreciation or detraction of one’s 
work the words are mostly ill chosen and 
evidently insincere. 


Letters aiso come written in a mature 
hand and signed “a little bov or a little 
girl of eight.” 

Miss Marlowe at one time thought she 
had conceived a happy idea by having some 
cards printed which declared she would 
send her autograph upon payment of 5 
cents, which should be donated to the ac- 
tors’ fund. The plan worked well’ for a 
while and she was able to contribute quite 
a large sum to that charity. 


I tried it myself, but I found that my au- 
tograph had no financial value whatever, so 
my cards were wasted. 

Many years ago, when I was young and 
charming and was spending a holiday at 
the Highlands of New Jersey, I went for a 
swim about half a mile from the shore. I 
fancied that I had no companions bué an 
occasional fish-hawk, when I heard a voice 
at my elbow say, “Will you give me your 
autograph?” A rather stout and buoyant 
young lady had intruded on my solitude. 
“Certainly,” replied I, “if you'll get a pen 
and ink.” 

One could hardly dampen ardor already so 
moist, and once on land a very gracious 
consent was inevitable. 

Most autograph hunters lack the comic

this pursuit. It may be that the pallid, 
fretful, disgusted and weary countenances 
of their victims haunt the slumbers and 
even the day-dreams of autograph fiends 
as the drug addict is forever a prey to 
monstrous delusions which nibble at his 
peace and belabor hym to further excesses, 


I once had a friend who found my per- 


formance of Hamlet more or less unendur- 
able. He was indiscreet enough to send me 
his autograph album one evening with a 
request for mv name. He had found his own 
rendering of this role rather to his satis- 
faction, and had written in this book in 
large, firm letters, ‘This is I, Hamlet the 
Dane.” The verv next line in the play i 
spoken by Laertes and seemed to me to 
be the appropriate one for the moment, so 
I wrote undernecth this quotation, “The 
devil take thy soul.” I am Sorry to say he 
was offended, which goes to show, as I con- 
lend, that these fiends have no sense of 
humor. 

Edmund Yates. the celebrated editor of 
“The World.” a London weekly, had by 
some vicious remarks aroused the ire of 
Watts Phillips. Yates wrote in the album of 
a mutual friend a line from Shakespeare's 
Coriolanus. ‘There is a world elsewhere.” 
Phillips wrote under this: “Yes, and with 
a better editor.”

But I must plead that my melancholy 
friend has my sympathy and I feel that in 
the interest of good government the s0- 
cieties for the prevention of crime might, 
to advantage, occupy some spare hours, 
should thev ever have any, In trying to dis- 
cover if there is indeed any relation what- 
ever between this weakness and those more 
dangerous proclivities which threaten our 
peace and which disturb the slumbers of 
those who are placed in authority over us 

Truly the matter may be worthy of the 
consideration of the League of Nations.

Few murders, furthermore, have had such 
a locale and such an aftermath of sensa- 
tions. 

Stanford White was born in 1852 and 
after completing his college education went 
abroad to study architecture. Upon his re- 
turn to New York he became a member of 
the firm of McKim, Mead & White. He ad- 
vanced rapidly; became, indeed, one of the 
greatest architects in the world. Among 
many other splendid edifices, he designed 
the old Madison Square Garden, in the 
tower of which he had a sumptuously fur- 
nished suite of rooms. 

White had a wife residing in Cambridge, 
Mass., and a grown son who was attending 
Harvard, but marriage seemed to interfere 
very little with his voluptuous enjoyment of 
life. His studio, as he called his apartment 
in the tower, was the scene of frequent en- 
tertainments, described in the language of 
the day as “spicy.” He particularly liked to 
entertain girls of tender years. 

White’s parties were sometimes a bit 
spectacular. One of his famous affairs’ was 
a stag dinner that aroused the ire of the 
late Anthony Comstock, the-country’s lead- 
ing champion of chastity. When the time 
for dessert arrived an immense pie was 
brought into the dining room. The guests 
were staring at the pie in amazement when 
suddenly a beautiful girl of 15, scantily at- 
tired, burst through the crust. It was 
claimed this child afterward became one of 
White’s victims. 

Evelyn Nesbit was born near Pittsburgh 
on Christmas dav, 1884. Her father, a law- 
yer, died when she was 12 years old. Her 
mother, frequently described css a frivolous, 
extravagant and designing woman, capi- 
talizing the child's great beauty bv renting 
her out to artists as a model. Evelyn posed 
in Pittsburgh, Philadelphia and New York. 

In New York she branched out into the- 
atrical work, becoming the most famous 
chorus girl of her time. It was not long 
before various Broadway playboys were bid- 
ding for her. 

As early as the spring of 1901 16-vear-old 
Evelyn met a wealthy married man named 
James Garland. Shortly afterward she and 
her.clever mother were Garland’s guests 
on a yachting trip. Garland's wife later 
sued him for divorce and young Evelyn 
Nesbit was said to have been mentioned as 
co-respondent. 

According to Evelyn's own statement on 
the witness stand during the murder trial, 
she first met White in August, 1901. Her 
version of it was as follows: 

She said a young woman friend invited 
her to dinner one night and without hav- 
ing the slightest idea as to where she was 
going to dine, Evelyn was inveighed by this 
girl into Stanford White's apartment. 
About a month after this first meeting, he 
invited her to the tower at the conclusion 
of a Florodora performance in which she 
was appearing as one of the famous Floro- 
dora sextet. 

White had told her, she said, that three 
other girls would be in the party, but when 
she arrived he informed her that the other 
girls had digappointed him: that is. they 
hadn't appeared. He suavely invited her

however, to take off her hat and have a 
glass of champagne. Miss Nesbit “reluctant- 
ly” accepted the invitation; that is, she 
took off her hat and accepted the glass of 
champagne. 

Evelyn “immediately lost consciousness. 

When her mind cleared she found her- 
self in the bedroom of the suite, the walls 
and ceiling of which were covered with 
mirrors. She realized that an assault had 
been committed upon her. She became hys- 
terical, she said, but her seducer finally suc- 
ceeded in pacifying her and exacted a 
promise that she would never tell her 
mother what had happened this momen- 
tous night. 

In the subsequent weeks and months 
their intimate relationship continued. White 
met Mrs. Nesbit and quickly won his way 
into her confidence. Accofding to Evelyn, 
he posed as the protector of the family and 
as such rendered financial assistance to 
the girl with the mother’s knowledge and 
consent, 

In the meanwhile, what of the 
principal in our drama’? 

Harry K. Thaw, born in 1870, was the 
son of the late William Thaw and the 
grandson of the late John Thaw, a founder 
of the Bank of Pittsburgh in 1810. His 
father had been a director of the Pennsyl- 
vania and other railroads, had founded 
steamship lines on the Mississippi and Ohio 
rivers, and piled up a huge fortune in coke 
mines. William Thaw’s gifts to charity were 
greater than any other American of his 
time and when he died in 1889 he left some 
$35,000,000. 

Harry, one of five children, was a queer 
acting youth with such extravagant habits 
that his father provided in his will that the 
boy should receive only a monthly allow- 
ance, but as the vears passed the indul- 
gent mother seldom was able to deny him 
whatever he wanted. He became a typical 
wastrel, quite a different sort of person 
from his father and grandfather and his 
mother’s people, who had been pioneers 
in western Pennsylvania. Before the mother 
died she was to spend literally 
her son, 

He quickly developed a _ passion for 
chorus girls, making a splash on Broad- 
way. One of those he paid particular at- 
tention to, before he met Evelyn, was 
Frances Belmont, now Lady Ashburton, an- 
other extremely comely member of the 
Florodora sextet. 

He frequently got into the papers as a 
result of his lavish entertainments both 
here and abroad, but from all accounts he 
never was, able to break into the circle 
where Stanford White and his associates 
held sway. And that it is important to 
note, riled him.

Thaw met young Evelyn some months 
after her first experience with White in 
the tower. They became very friendiv and 
Thaw showered her with tokens of his af- 
fection. He began to regard her more or 
less as his own personal property, resent- 
ing the attentions of other men, particu- 
larly the tokens and attentions of Stan- 
ford White Indeed, the mere sight of 
White was enough to make Harry boil. 

About this time, it is recorded. White gave 
a dinner to which several guests were in- 
vited, including John Barrymore and Miss 
Nesbit. According to Evelyn's statement, 
Barrymore afterward proposed marriage to 
her and as White was apparently jealous 
of the handsome voung matinee idol, he

In the early part of 1902 she discontinued 
the alfair with White and a few months 
later she and her mother went to Europe 
as the guests of Harry Thaw. 

According to Evelvn, they had been 
traveling around together for a few months 
when mother and daughter had a violent 
quarrel and the mother returned alone to 
America. After that Thaw and Evelyn 
traveled under assumed names as man and 
wife. During their sojourn Thaw discover- 
ed that Evelyn had taken abroad with her 
a letter of credit from White. Some of the 
money had gone to Mrs. Ngsbit Harry in- 
dignantly tore it up. 

To continue the woman's story, the pair 
were in Paris in June, 1903, when Thaw-—- 
rather belatly, one must remark—proposed 
marriage to her. 


She ciaimed that she hesitated and then 
finally answered in the negative. The ex- 
planation she gave Thaw was that she 
couldn't, because of Stanford White. Ac- 
cording to her, she told the whole story 
of her ruination by White, how he had 
lured her into his den of iniquity, drugged 
her, and attacked her while she was under 
the influence of the drug. 

So there was no marriage. 

Miss Nesbit returned to New York in Oc- 
tober, 1903, and was followed by Thaw in 
November. On October 27, she met White 
by appointment and went with him to the 
office of Abe Hummel, one of the wiliest 
lawyers of the age.

charged that while on the trip abroad Thaw 
frequentiy beat her and that his reason 
for so doing was because she had refused 
to make an affidavit to the effect that 
White had drugged and outraged her, she 
stating, according to the affidavit, that 
such a statement would be false. 

The paper further averred that Thaw 
was a cocaine fiend. 

Evelyn signed this affidavit but after- 
ward claimed that she had been wilfully 
misquoted. It was stated subsequently that 
she had read the paper carefully before 
Signing it. 

When Thaw returned from Europe Evelyn 
told him of. the incident and at Harry's 
request the affidavit was burned in Humie- 
mel’s office—after Hummel had taken the 
precaution to have it photographed. The 
photograph copy of the affidavit afterward 
became one of the principal exhibits in the 
trial. 

Evelyn ceased to associate with White, 
according to her story, and devoted most of 
her time to Thaw. They registered at sev- 
eral hotels in New York, but were requested 
to leave. Harry repeatedly pleaded with his 
mother to permit the marriage, but Mrs. 
Thaw, austere society leader and one of the 
country’s, foremost philanthropists, withe 
held her consent. 

It was not until the spring of 1905 that 
the mother finally relented. Thaw and Miss 
Nesbit were married in 
April 5, 1905. 

Evelvn claimed that after the marriage 
she saw White several times and that he 
attempted to annoy her by his attentions.

He 
was looking straight at me. And he saw 
me! There wasn’t any question about it 
this time! He lowered his ugly head, and

eran knows there is one desperate recipé 
when a rhino comes charging down upon 
you. If you can’t get a shot at him, stand 
perfectly still until the beast is nearly on 
you. Then, when he is little more than a 
foot away, step quickly te one side. His 
slow brain doesn’t function quickly enough, 
and he charges straight on by. 


He was charging now! Now was the time 
to try that old recipe! 

But my tingling nerves would not let 
me stand waiting for such a charmed sec- 
ond. I stood there as long as I could. And 
then, just as he thundered up, I jumped 
aside and threw my pillow in his face. Then 
I raced for the nearest cottonwood. He 
caught the pillow on his horns and, as I 
climbed to safety in the branches of the 
cottonwood, I saw the old fellow. tear that 
pillow up and toss it about until the 
kapok snowed out through the undergrowth. 


Then he turned back and “bucked” the 
mattress. He worried that until it was 
gutted all over his path. After that, it 


seemed, he had satisfied his spleen, and so 
he trotted off, with kapok sticking to hide 
and horns. As I made my way back t6 my 
boys I wondered if the old fellow told the 
other rhinos about the strange creature 
with a white face that curiously spilt into 
a kapok stream when he started te use his 
horns,

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struck White in the eye and killed him in- 
stantly. 

Mrs. Thaw screamed. “My God, Harry, 
what have you done?” 

“It's all right, dearte,” he said, embrac- 
ing her, “I've probably saved your life” 

An officer appeared and Thaw turned 
the gun over to him, saying, “He ruined my 
wife. He had this coming to him” 

Three days later he was indleted, but 
nineteen months passed before he went to 
trial before Justice Fitzgerald. Even in 
this country that is regarded as rather a 
long while to delay matters. District At- 
torney William T. Jerome headed the prose- 
cution, and D. M. Delmas, celebrated San 
Francisco attorney, headed the array of de- 
fense counsel. Tremendous tnterest attend- 
ed the proceedings. 

Thaw's lawyers contended that their 
client had been insane at the time of the 
killing, but that he afterward became 
rational. 

The sensations of the trial reached a 
climax when Evelyn took the stand and 
related the story of her seduction. The de- 
fendant’s mother attended every session. 
The trial was halted to permit a sanity 
commission to examine Harry; they pro- 
nounced him sane at the time of their ex- 
aminations. 

Delmas, in his argument to the jury, 
tharged Evelyn’s mother with receiving the 
wages of her child's downfall, that she be- 
«Tked herself with diamonds bought with 
the profits of Evelyn’s shame. He also 
charged that the mother had even assisted 
the prosecution. 

Jerome called the tragedy a mere sordid 
Tenderloin homicide, and referred to Eve- 
lyn’s testimony as a tissue of lies invented 
to keep a deliberate, cold blooded murderer 
eut of the death house. 

The case went to the jury on April 10. 
They deliberated forty-seven hours, report- 
ed that they could not agree, and were dis- 
charged. Seven jurors believed Thaw guilty 
as charged, while five had voted for an 
acquittal on the ground of insanity. 

The second trial began on January 6, 


In that same Cameroon country I once 
had a brush with another rhino when I 


could afford to laugh at him. We had come 
to a group of trees where we intended 
to rest for luncheon. The porters had just 
set down their burdens and I was stretch- 
ing out when a shrill whoop cut the air. 
I sat upright. Through some thorn bushes 
thirty yards :away a little rhino calf show- 
ed its ludicrous head. Then a great cow 
rhino looked through the thorns at us for 
a second before withdrawing with what 
seemed like a very disapproving glance, and 
then guided her calf over the slope. 


While we were watching her interestedly 
a large male rhino crashed through the 
thorn bushes and headed straight for us. 
Once more my boys melted away. I wasn’t 
far behind, shinnying up a cottonwood with 
an agility that did proud to a man of my 
years. As I reached haven my tree started 
swaying. Old man rhino below was butting 
his impregnable head against the base of 
my refuge. 

I decided to try another tree. It wasn’t 
a particularly dangerous moment, nor was 
I greatly alarmed. Still, I preferred a shel- 
ter that did not sway in such seasick fash- 
ion. I swung from the branch of one tree 
to its neighbor, then shinnied to a safe 
place in a crotch where branch and trunk 
met. Safe at last, I looked down. The old 
chap was still bucking my first tree. Bark, 
green ferns and rich black earth mixed in 
an angry melee. He butted and he roared; 
he roared -and he butted. But at last his 
feelings were satisfied, and he trotted off 
over the hill. 


Whenever I think of rhinos I recall that 
time when we had stopped to rest at noon- 
day on high ground under a pleasant grove 
of sandalwood. Struggling to keep awake 
for my luncheon tea, I suddenly caught 
sight of two dim, black objects in the dis- 
tance. I reached for my glasses. A small 
animal. was fleeing madly from a larger 
one. Five minutes passed as the two raced 
toward me. As they came nearer I could 
see that the animal in front was a buck, 
which was running for its life from an in- 
furiated rhinoceros. The buck’'s soft flanks 
were smokey blue with perspiration as # 
raced gamely on. 


Par away, at length, it fell—never to 


rise again. The rhino came lumbering up 
and stopped. Lowering its head, it prodded 
the flanks of the buck with its tusks, and 
then, wheeling about, it trotted off. 

Why the old rhino pursued the buck to 
its death has always puzzled me. Food could 
not have been the reason, for the rhino 
never eats animal flesh. Perhaps he was 
seized with some such insanity as comes to 
his first cousin, the elephant, when he has, 
as we say, “gone must.” Or perhaps the 
buck had inadvertently interrupted the 
rhino at his napping and the beast had 
taken vengeance. 

Not so many weeks later we saw the most 
genuine expression of animal grief that L 
ever hope to witness. It was blazing noon- 
day. We had just discovered a village re- 
cently deserted. Only a day or so before 
people must have been living there, for 
chickens still scratched about the doors of 
the grass huts along the one “street” of 
the village, and within we _ discovered 
coarsely ground meal, bright beads, cheap 
“trade mirrors” and blankets—all evidences 
of a hasty retreat. But no inhabitants could 
we discover. 

“We stopped for luncheon in the guest 
house, a structure open on _ (four sides, 
shaded by a roof. While Hector was getting 
lunch an almost human sound in the woods 
impelled me to grasp my pistol and creep 
out. IT came upon a pathetically human 
sight. An adult female chimpanzee lay 
dead. Crouching near her body, beating its 
small breasts with its small hands and 
actually shedding tears was a baby chim- 
panzee. The little creature embraced its 
dead mother, touched eyes, placed its face 
against her breast. I stole back for Hec- 
ter and we captured the baby in ten min- 
utes. But, unhappily, it did: not live. 

I have often wondered why that village 
was deseried. Perhaps the dead chim- 
panzee had something to do with it. Or per- 
haps the sudden exit of the natives may 
be explained by the sight we met shortly 
after taking up our march again. Ten 
minutes distant, we came upon a native 
killed in the horrible way in which the 
great apes dispatch their enemies, after the 


What Has Happened to Justice? 


1908, almost sa year after the first, before 
Justice Dowling. Martin W. Littleton heed- 
ed the defense this time and produced evi- 
dence to show that Thaw had inherited in- 
sanity. On February 1 the defendant was 
found not guilty on the ground of insanity 


‘and he was immediately transferred to the 


Matteawasa Asylum 
sane. 


That might be the end of the sory bus 
it isn’t. 


Thaw ettempted to procure his release 
within se few weeks. Justice Morschauser 
dismissed his writ of habeas corpus, main- 
taining that he was still insane. The fol- 
lowing year a similar petition came up be- 
fore Justice Isaac Mills in White Plaina 

Several alienists testified that Harry was 
a degenerate paranolac and would never 
recover, while a Mrs. Susan Merrill testi- 
fied that she had for years rented rooms 
to Thaw and that he had brought more 
than 100 girls.to the rooms, chiefly for the 
purpose of lashing them with a whip. 


Mrs. Merrtli said Thaw had given her 
considerable money to purchase the giris’ 
silence. A former defense attorney aiso 
testified that he had paid hush money, 
amounting to $30,000, to feminine aoquaint- 
ances of the eccentric Harry. 

Justice Mills dismissed the writ, ruling 
that the release of the petitioner would be 
dangerous to public peace and safety and 
that he was affiicted with chronis de- 
lusion insanity. 

Thaw went back to Matteawan. 

In the ensuing years there were other at- 


for the Criminal In- 


tempts to gain him his freedom. His 
mother’s money poured forth in a never 
ending stream. Probably no murder de- 


fendant has proved such an expense as this 


man, not only to his family but to the 
state, 
Finally, on August 17, 1913, the Thaw 


forces found a way out. On that day Harry 
escaped from Mal teawan. 

He was caught in Canada and locked up 
in New Hampshire, but he never went back 
to Matteawan. In March, 1915. some nine- 
teen months after his escape, he was found 
not guilty of conspiracy in connection with 


his delivery from the asylum, and three 
months later Justice Peter A. Hendrick, of 
the supreme court of New York, decided 
that the killer of Stanford White was sane. 

Thaw went free. 

That same year he was also released from 
his marriage to Evelyn Nesbit. In 
while Harry was in Matteawan, his wife re- 
turned from a trip to Europe with a child, 
Russell, born in 1910. She said that Rus- 
sell was Harry's son but Thaw denied this. 
She has never been able to have the child 
recognized as an heir to the Thaw millions 

Two years later another sensation. Thaw 
was arrested in January, 1917, on a charze 
of having attacked Frederick Gump, Jr. 


‘19, in a New York hotel. The Thaw forces 


again went into action. They had Harry 
adfudged insane and hurried him to Kirk- 
bridge’s sanitarium. in West Philadelphia 


It was not until January. 1924, that the 
Gump case was settied out of court for 
$100,000. 


Again there was the same old rigmarole. 
With the Gump case safely out of the way. 
the Thaw lawyers went into a huddle, and 
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first rib-cracking embrace. Perhaps the vil- 
lagers had fled after a desperate battle with 
a daring band of chimpanzees. 


In that high Cameroon country we dis- 
covered many chimpanzees, rarer gorillas 
and, I am sure, a curious type of great ape, 
product of the intermingling of these two. 

The most careful preparation must pre- 
cede a chimpanzee raid, to insure succcess, 
We cut liana, dried it, split it. and wove 
it into great nets. 


With these we fenced off trees where the 
apes rested at night, working with great 
stealth and silence. When my boys had 
been, judiciously placed in the trees and on 
the ground I gave the signal. There was a 
fierce flurry and wild noise of crying chim- 
panzees as the boys shook the great apes 
to the ground. Then came a wild, hot scrim- 
mage and tussle as the boys below threw 
the nets about the quarry. Thus tangled, 
they were dragged to transporting cages. 

We caught a number of them, but an 
intriguing, half-grown ape which I had 
seen dimly during the patient days when 
we were preparing for the finale eluded us, 
He clung to a high branch and shivered, 
but he would not budge. I decided to get 
this chap, if I could. 


There is no space to describe the delays 
and enticements of that campaign. But 
necessity, the mother of invention, helped 
me to devise a snare which at last did the 
work. I stretched this snare, which was a 
liana net, just under the branch where the 
ape often slept and set a bunch of bananas 
nicely in its center. 


‘he first three nights the ape was shy. 
On the fourth he came back, resting for a 
time in the tree crotch above the bananas. 
Soon, however, he fell for the lure of the 
bait. The beast was bagged in a twinkling 
and after that it was easy to let him down 
gently and move him into a transporting 
cage. 

I have here recounted some of the other 
thrills that come to the men who go te 
Africa each year in search of wild animals 
—but none of them can compare with that 
moment of supreme danger when you sud- 
denly come face to face with one of the 
dreaded monarchs of the jungie, That is the 
greatest thrill of them alL 


the outcome was a court decision that 
Harry was now sane. 

He was freed again in April, 1924. He is 
still free. 

All in all, a not very pleasant case, this. 
Justice has been drugged and shamed and 
prostituted often enough, before and since, 
but few seducers have proved as costly as 
this one.

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‘Things New and Old About the Bible

HERE is a variety of experiences 
among the saints of God in the 
Samere Scriptures as truly as in the his- 
7 tory of the Christian church, But 
with all the difference in temperament, 
there is perfect agreement as to the soul's 
need of forgiveness, and the fact of the 
forgiving mercy of God.

First, 
there are those who

tion of sin and are geen post senthosasee 
urged to the Christian gyaareary review 
life primarily through Nashville, Tone. 
fear of punishment. Second, there are those 
who are urged forward in search of an un- 
attained ideal. Third, there are those who 
seek to bring to unity the inward dishar- 
mony, when for example the will and af- 
fections are in conflict. 


A difference in religious experience re- 
sults from the fact that there are differ- 
ent types of sinners. 

First, there is the disreputable sinner, who 
has fallen victim to the sins of the flesh.

We find that extremes meet in that both 
the behaviorism of the new psychology and 
the traditionalism of the old orthodoxy are 
distrustful of the testimony of the spiritual 
consciousness of the individual. 

Behaviorism resolves this consciousness 
into physical reflexes, and traditionalism 
seeks for a visible foundation of religious 
faith in the formulated statements of 
ecclesiastical creeds. The materialistic the- 
ory does not concern us here, as we are 
considering only the theological theories in- 
volved. 

The placing of authority in the historic 
creeds is an effort to play safe and to find 
a sure anchor on a stormy sea. These creeds 
merely represent the effort of the church- 
men of past generations to give an inter- 
pretation of their spiritual consciousness. 
By no genuine process of reasoning can 
these thought-forms be made binding for 
our own intellect or conscience. These 
thought-forms may serve us as mile-stones, 
but should not be allowed to become mill- 
stones. 

Brierly writes: “When, for instance, we 
are asked to believe on the authority of 
a dogma, the question immediately arises: 
‘Whence does the dogma derive its author- 
ity?’ If it be amswered that its authority 
found itself on that of the church, we ask 
again: ‘Wherein lies the authority of the 
church?’ Or, if we are pointed to the Bible

method is not applicable to hemorrhoids 
which are varicose veins, all right, but un- 
like the dilated or enlarged veins in the 
legs they cannot be shut off above and be- 
low while the chemical is being injected. 


A few days later came a private com- 
munication from a prominent leader of 
the clergy, describing the cure of his own 
hemorrhoids by injection treatments ad- 
ministered by a reputable specialist.

I think 
it is entirely probable that both of the 
medical brethren spoke from hearsay and 
prejudice, not from experience. Precisely 


the same attitude has been assumed by too 


many of the rank and file of the medical 
profession toward the chemical obliteration 
of varicose veins. What we need in medi- 
cine today is a housecleaning, particularly 
of the political side, and the scrapping of 
a lot of our “authorities” whose theories 
and teachings will not hold water. 

In his excellent book, “Troubles We 
Don't Talk About,” ‘Lippincott Co., Phil- 
adelphia and Chicago’ Dr. J. F. Monfague 
says, “In my opinien the method which per- 
mits a cure of hemorrhoids without opera- 
tion is one of the most beneficial features 
in the modern treatment of rectal diseases. 


the same query again emerges. And as we 
listen to the cry of another party, ‘Neither 
church nor Bible is the ultimate authority; 
the final voice is that of Christ’; the in- 
sistent question once more offers itself:

The experi- 
ence of His followers was a result of their 
fellowship with Him. The heart and life 
of the New Testament is its record of spiri- 
tual experience, and the same is true of 
the Old Testament. 


There is a human proneness to seek ex- 
ternal props and supports. A teacher in 
India replied to the questions of a student 
that the earth ‘rested on a huge elephant 
and the elephant stood on a huge tortoise, 
and the tortoise was supported by a rock. 
He became irritated at further question- 
ing and replied. ‘{t’s rock all the way 
down.” 


We vainly imagine that we would feel 
more secure if our evidence for God could 
be supported by physica! and tangible reali- 
ties. 

Years ago Dr.: Lyman Abbott wrote: “A 
people who cry out for certainty of a physi- 
cal kind forget that in the very nature of 
things it is impossible for the infinite to 
make his presence indisputably manifest at 
any time among any people; to evidence his 
being with the same physical certainty and 
to make his presence as definite; palable, 
and tangible. If God were to reveal him- 
self as a human personailty reveals itself, 
not only by spiritual and intellectual influ- 
ences, of all kinds. but by a tangible pres- 
ence, freedom would vanish from the world 
and then would be an instant annihilation

The treatment I refer to is known as the 
injection treatment, and consists of in-

When I gave the thoughtless and incor- 
rect answer to the correspondent June 19, 
I was thinking so intently on the technic 
of the chemical obliteration of varicose 
veins in the legs that I failed to regard 
hemorrhoids (piles) as varicose veins, which 
is just what they are. That is my apology 
for the mistake: that and a reasonable 
amount of good ethical medical prejudice 
against anything exploited largely by 
quacks. I confess I share this prejudice to 
a reasonable extent and I am not apologiz- 
ing for it. 

Properly given. the chemical injection 
treatment is as successful and as painless 
in a great many selected cases of piles or 
hemorrhoids as our clerical friend found it. 
Of course, the ordinary surgical treatment 
is best in some cases: but even surgical 
removal of hemorrhoids is done in a ma- 
jority of cases without the 
general anesthesia nowadavs: 


necessity of 
the skillful 
surgeon completely and painlessly operates 
On most cases of piles under local anes- 
thetics. In any case there is no good rea- 
son, it seems to me. why a victim of piles 
Should place himself in the hands of a 
quack or a shady institution where he wil! 
be bled shamefully even if his piles are 
cured without operation. There are plenty 
of good reputable rectal specialists in prac- 
tice in every citv;: why pav for all the ex- 
pensive advertising the charlatans have to 
do in order to bring the fish to their net? 

The man who cured the minister's hem- 
orrhoids is a member of his local county 
and state medical societies. That means. 
to me, that he is in good standing—though 
it doesn't prove it. I consider it presump- 
tive evidence of a doctor's professional 
standing. A disreputable practitioner, an 
unlicensed man, a doctor whose conduct is 
questionable, cannot long hold membership 


of the human will. One of the most mar- 
velous things about the stage of education, 
through which we pass in this life, is the 
respect which the infinite pays to our per- 
sonality, the scrupulous care with which 
we are protected from what might be call- 
ed the invasion of-.the divine. Otherwise 
every man would be struck dumb, every will 
would be subjegated, freedom would vanish 
like a flash of lightning; the whole race 
would be hypnotized, so to speak. The world 
of moral activity, with freedom of choice, 
the chief function of which is to produce 
character, would be annihilated; and in 
its place would be substituted a world of 
necessity in which men would be puppets. 
The world is full of the evidences of God’s 
presence; but nowhere does He force Him- 
self on men. Pascal wisely said: ‘God 
wishes to render himself perfectly recogniz- 
able to those who seek Him with their 
whole heart, and hidden from those who 
shun Him with all their heart.’ It is because 
we are his children and not mere puppets 
of the divine ingenuity and miraculous me- 
chanism that he leaves us free to accept or 
reject Him.” 

It may be observed, however, in this con- 
nection that modern science has resulted 
in a transformation of our ideas of physical 
certainty. 

Matter which has seemed so real and 
solid is dissolved into protions and whirl- 
ing electrons, and our senses do not give 
the true conception. We are compelled to 
use faith or scientific imagination. The arm 
of the desk on which I write is not the 
compact solid substance which it appears to 
be. My physical senses easily lead me into 
error concerning the quality of the sub- 
stance of this material thing. I am con- 
vinced and confident that I am not mis- 
taken that my hand is resting on something 
that is objective; while our physical senses 
are sometimes mistaken, always imperfect, 
and need to be corrected, we accept with 
absolute certainty their testimony to aa 
outside reality. Our consciousness testifies 
to objective spiritual realtities with a di- 
rectness and immediateness that is not true 
of the testimony of the senses to the outer 
material realities.

or fellowship in the county, state or nation- 
al medical societies. If a member turns to 
quackery or unquestionable practices he is 
likely to be expelled. How much this means 
to a physician or specialist you may judge 
by the commotion raised whenever a bad 
egg is thrown out of the medical organiza- 
tion. Of course, the medical society is not 
infallible in passing on such cases, and 
possibly some doctors are unfairly or un- 
justly excluded from fellowship, but neith- 
er is the United States supreme court in- 
fallible—yet what are you going to do about 
it if the final decision is unfavorable te 
your views? : 

Now that I have executed the right-about, 
I beg to acknowledge popular applause and 
by way of encorse to recall an item print- 
ed in this column May 21, 1928, in which 
I assured a querist that operation was the 
only permanent cure for piles. A doctor who 
had employed the injection treatment with 
success wrote me politely enough that he 
felt I had misinformed the correspondent, 
and offered to treat any pile sufferers I 
might refer to him, without charge, and then 
let me judge whether the injection treat- 
ment was satisfactory.

Head of the Press Bureau,’ communicating 
that his excellency, the head of Italys 
government would receive me at Chigi 


Palace at 7:45 o'clock that very afternoon 
and expressing “his excellency’s pleasure 10 
hold a conversation.” signed Capasso Torre, 
Count Carpasso, who is chief of Mussolini's 
press bureau. 

The letter went to mv head like wine, yet
